Bonnet is a man of middie 
age and bears an expression of benignity, 
but has a reputatiom of inflexible stern- 
ness. The judges wore red silk gowns 
and velvet caps, which they removed as 
they ascended the bench. Within a re- 
served inclosure were the leading mem- 
bers of the bench and bar in black silk 
gowns and wearing stiff white neck 
cloths. To the rear was the small public 
area, each seat bearing the name of its 
distinguished occupant. The audience in- 
cluded diplomats, academicians and mem- 
bers of the Legion of Honor. Many ladies 
were present, their rich gay gowns con- 
trasting with the gravity of their sur- 
roundings. Many of the ladies carftied 
dainty luncheon bags, evidently expecting 
to spend the day in court. 

Arrival of Prisoners. 

To the right of the judges was the 
prisoners’ dock, raised 4 feet above the 
level of the room and bringing out the 
faces of the prisoners against the dark 
background. They were brought in from 
the prison of the conciergerie through a 
subterranean passage leading to the 
court room 

As they entered every eye was strained 
toward them. Theresa Humbert came 
first, then her husband Frederic, follow- 
ed by her brothers, Emile and Romain 
d’Aurignac. Mme. Humbert’s face was | 
pale from her long confinement. Her 
whole bearing, as she coldly stirveyed the 
spectators, indicated scorn and defiance, 
She wore a becoming steel gown”"and & 
dainty round hat, bearing a cut gteel or- 
nament and a cluster of white roses. 
Frederic Humbert was the picture of a 
crushed and miserable man. He bore a 
haggard expression, showing more de- 
spair than defiance. His scanty beard has 
become very grey. Emile d@’Aurignac hag 
grown thin and cadaverous looking, but 
his brother Romain still looks the type 
of the sleek promoter. 

Mme. Humbert had a whispered con- 
ference with her counsel, Maitre Labori, 
who defended Dreyfus, at the Rennes 
court martial, while the indictment was 
being read. There was a large array of 
counsel, representing the numerous in- 
terestg on both sides. The early hours 
of the bearing were occupied by the read- 
ing of the indictment, the formal plead- 
ing and the selec of the jury from the 
regular panel. 

Mme. Humbert frequently interrupted 
the reading of the indictment with scorn. 
ful exclamations, which could be heard 
throughout the court room. When asked 
where she, lived, she answered: “In 
prison.” 

Mme. Humbert on Stand. 

The interrogation of Mme, Humbert 
finished the chief incident of the day but 
failed to en surprises or bring 
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honesty. As the judge read extracts from 
the Dossier, reviewing her family ante- 
cedents, she waived Maitre Labori aside, 
and rising with 
sisted on directing her own case. 

Judge Bonett inquired about her eccen- 
tric father, who assumed the title of 
‘“‘count.””. Mme. Humbert emphatically 
upheld the family character. When the 
judge stated that Romain d’Aurignac had 
followed his father's example in assuming 
the title of ‘“‘Count d’Aurignac,” Romain 
half rose and exclaimed, “It is false, it 
is false.’’ 

Quéstioned about various early inheritt- 
ances, Which she claimed to have re- 
ceived, Therese answered with apparent 
frankness, saying she had received large 
presents. When the court demanded the 
exact detalls regarding the presents she 
said: “All will be explained,’’ and she 
warmly maintained that the details would 
be supplied at the opportune time. 

Later, her calmness in putting off her 
disclosures excited outbursts of laughter 
in which judges and spectators joined. 
Questioned as to the Crawford brothers. 
She exclaimed: 

“I repeat that the Crawfords exist.’ 

‘Then, where are they?’’ inquired the 
judge. 

‘Thelr presence will be made known Ip 
due time,”’ she replied amid another 
outburst of laughter. 

Judge Bonnet remarked that she haa 
given the same answer before and now 
was the time to produce the Crawfords 
Each question put to Mme. Humbert 
brought forth lengthy declarations on her 
honesty, in the course of which she as- 
serted that her family was one of the 
most upright in France and that it. was 
the victim’ of a far-reaching conspiracy. 
Despite the accusations, she insisted her 
family never wrongfully took a penny. 

The hearing was then adjourned until 
this afternoon.

MISS MARION KELLY WRITE 
OF BEAUTIES OF OXFORD 
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In London, at the Kingsley.—After 
Stratford-on-Avon we went to Oxford, 
the seat of the greatest universities of the 
“nglish speaking nations, to which, by 
the will of the late Cecil Rhodes, of 
Africa, an American from each of qur 
states may be admitted. Oxford is the 
site of a great number of separate coi- 
legés and universities. As in all places 
where there is a predominating influence, 
it is shown in the things offered for sale; 
so the shop windows are filled with caps 
and gowns for various degrees, white kid 
gioves and men’s holiday clothes. 

We went from the train to the Bodlelan 
library, which is one of the finest fn the 
world on account of the collection of 
hooks, manuscripts and illuminated mon- 
astic manuscripts. The picture gallery is 
filled with paintings of kings and heroes, 
and there are busts of famous men scat- 
tered through the gallery. There were 
English and Engligh till I became recon- 
ciled to our exclusidn, when whom should 
I see, with serene and peaceful face, but 
Benjamin Franklin! It was such 4a sur- 
prise, for we know he was no greduate 
of Oxford, nor of any college in fact, yet 
on account of his wonderful knowledge 


the rulers of the nation. The duke of Wel- 
lington’s bust is very fine. One knows 
from history what an tnfluence he ex- 
erted over the personnel of his army, Dut 
having seen the bust one can understand 
the manifold qualities he must have had, 
for the head-.is massive, with strong 
brow, nose inclined to the. Roman, Sen- 
sitive lips that are yet thin and‘close, de- 
cisively firm chin, strong jaws, a well de- 
veloped face, intellectual and tender, but 
thoroughly masculine. I ain very much 
in love with the duke from having seen 
only a marble image and how much more 
his officers must have felt the influence 
when the man could give life and fire to 
his face! 

In the room in which the illuminated 
manuscripts are kept there is a bust of 
Shelly done in light wash apparently. 
From where [I stood I could see the face 
and its beauty was so attractive, from 
the little unconscious sadness perhaps, 
that I began a hasty sketch of it in my 
note book, thinking it the head of one of 
the most Madonna-like women I had ever 
seen and with a purity of expression al- 
most etherial. You will know how sur- 
prising was the discovery made when the 
crowd moved aside, showing that it was 
not a woman’s face at all, but that of 
one of the great English péets. 

You should see an flluminated manu- 
script. Being ignorant their wdrkman- 
s.fp does not strike me as being beanti- 
ful, and the figures and faces are s0 con- 
ventionalized that they long ago ceased 
to beveven caricatures of the human fdtm. 
Still there is a wonderful collection of 
these manuscripts, which are of inesti- 
mable value and on which the Catholic 
monks spent years of their lives, but I 
like their statuary m@ch better than their 
manuscripts. 

The Christ's church is the school of Ox- 
ford. It was here that King Edward was 
educated, and here the nobility of the 
land age received. Gladstone was one of 
it# pupils, as was also the author of 
“Alice in Wonderland.” 

The lawn is very beautiful, this being 
one of the old colleges that Alfred the 
Great founded, you may imagine that it 
has indeed had time to be rolled smooth, 
giving point to the story that when Astor 
asked the old gardener how he made the 
lawn look so smooth and fine he replied, 
“Cut it and roll it, and cut it and roll 't 
for about 400 years. That's all.’” This Is 
the wecret of the fascinating peace ard 
quiet happiness that strikes an American 
as*being so different from the rush and 
hurry: in which he lives. All around the 
lawn is a porch of stone that is gray with 
age as is everything in Oxford. 

Visitors usually go to the dining hall, 
and. sometimes to the kitchen. The 
greaé hal] at Harvard is an imitation of 
the: one at Christ’s church. Originally 
101 students attended, and when the 
night bell rang there were 101 strokes, 
each pupli being called personally; and 
now, though there are 210, the beil stili 
rings as it did. Around the wall on¢é 
sees portraits of famous students, Glad- 
stone being one of th» most recent. This

This ts all that is tangible and describ- 
able, but it is like a presence chamber, 
where great men are, for the lifelike por- 
traits look down from their high places, 
with the calm impurturbability of judges 
for all time, and one knowing what each 
has done, how in some way he has tried 
to make man’s lot easier, could think 
no evi] nor do any in this hall of noblest 
men. Do you wonder that the ‘parents 
send sons here when for years they are 
s» intimately associated with these men 
who have made the name “England” a 
synonym for nobility in so many wdy¥s? 
The thought must inevitably sink into 
their hearts, until they desire, as by sec- 
ond nature, to do nothing that wili bring 
reproach, and all that will bring fame 
to their country. : 

The kitchen is a queer place, one to 
be seen to be appreciated. In the top 
is a@ square hole now covered with glass, 
through which the smoke passed when 
Cardinal Woolsey’s dinner was,being pre- 
pared. There is an immense fire place 
tixed with spits for baking meat; when 
the 101 students lived here this spit was 
used, and today for tradition’s sake it is 
the way in which meat is prepared. The 
old mortar and pestie are used for grind- 
|ing sugar, and in making gallons of 
mayOnaise, in one corner is the store 
room for meat, something like a ton a 
week being used. When we expressed 
wonder at the quantity the boy answered, 
“The gentlemen's friends come, too.” 
Christ's church is part swf the college, or 
the college is part of the church, I do 
not know which. There are so many of 
those impressive Norman arches in the 
building, and this, too, is a burial ground 
for England's great and titled dead. The 
windows date from various periods, some 
containing very old stained glass, and 
some being as recent as Sir Joshua 
Reynolds and Morris, whose coloring is so 
different from that of any one else, and 
Burne Jones, whose “Faith Hope and 
Charity’ is so famous, 

Oxford js churches and colleges. They 
are, that we visited, in part Queen’s 
college, New college, Oriel college and 
Corpus Cristi, but these are not all that 
are in the place, and there seems to be 
a church to go with each till qne is-lost 
in a labyrinth of immense buildings. 

In New college are perhaps the most 
striking windows of any of the churches, 
for here one is able to see and appre- 
ciate the difference between the old and 
the hew stained glass on account of their 
close juxtaposition. Sir Joshua Reytold’s 
famous window showing the seven vir- 
ties f' between two windows “made of 
very old glass, with its indefinable de- 
sign and general lack of value from a 
pictorial standpoint. Yet in the analysis 
given it was siown that a window “is 
supposed to transmit light and not be a 
canvass on which to show human fig- 
ures; so from this point of view the older, 
more characterless glass is architectural- 
ly better; but I loved to stand under Sir 
Joshua’s ‘“‘Temperance,” with its soft 
lights and delicate beauty, much more 
than beneath Gsese of oldest time or the 
later ones famous for the rich crimsons 
and purples in the priest's robes. While 
we were studying these in New college a 
student came to practice on the pipe or- 
gan, and being just an exercise he played 
scales and single sustained notes. You 
can imagine how the volume of sound 
filled the church till we could not even 
hear ourselves think; and I can tell you 
very little of this chapel, perhaps, on 
that acount. 

The Magdalen, which ts pronounced as 
if it were Maudlin, is also one of the 
very famous colleges, Jt is so large that 
One cannot hebp being lost and needing 
guidance every little whilé in fact, each 
time one goes into the grounds of one of 
these cullegeB ttiere is the feeling of being 
in a towr hundreds of miles from any 
town, but in °ne large enough to absorb 
ali time and whnought.

The building has a court of an acre or 
more in the center in which English grass 
grows, for in England the grass seems 
greener and finer than anywhere else, 
and from years of care the lawns have 
the soft givy feeling of a thick velvet 
carpet. All the windows that open on 
this quadrangle have a box of daisies 
and geraniums in them, so they seem 
always in holiday attire of red and white. 
and the great trees on the other; here and 
there is a seat, and yonder a place to 
100k into the water beneath: a bridge lead- 
ing into the park, and a boat rowed by 
some students floating slowly past. A 
place to dream in, and to feel infinitely 
removed from all human life, !f one so 
wishes.

Negto Who Shot Jailer 


Hattiesburg, Miss 


Mob Cut Its Way to the Cell Where 
the Negro Was with Chisels. 
One Negro Made His Es- 
cape During the Ex- 
citement. 


Hattlesbiirg. Miss., August 8.—A negro, 
Amos Jones, was hanged by a mob at 
Hattiesburg tonight for skpot!ing and 
mortally wounding Jailor M. M. Sexton. 
Jones and another negro, named McEl- 
roy, who were prisoners, seized Sexton, 
intending to bregk frgm the jail. Mce- 
Elroy threw Sexton down, and two white 
youths, also prisoners, held him. The 
negroes digarmed Sexton and Jones shot 
him, inflicting three woundg that are 
said to be fatal. 

A crowd gathered outside the jail and 
a deputy and others entered and over- 
powered three of the’prisoners. In the 
confusion, McElroy escaped from the 
jail, and has not been caught. 

The crowd, yet outside the jail, decided 
to lynch Jones. Prominent inen urged 
them to desist, and the wounded Sexton 
sent word to leave the man unharmed. 

The mob took Sheriff Batson and tied 


' him. The fife brigade was asked to turn 


| 


out and help disperse the mob, but re- 
fused. The mob then broke ¢nto a window 
of the jai] and cut the negro out of his 
cell with chisels. He was brought out 
to the crowd of about 500 men and boys, a 
rope was tied around his neck and he was 
dregged through town to Gordon creek 
bridge, where he was hanged to a ftele- 
gTaph pole and pistol bullets were fired 
into his body. 


It is thought Jones was dead before he | 


was hanged. 

The sheriff had telegraphed to the gov- 
ernor when the mob first assembled and 
an order came to the local militia to turn 
out and protect the negro, but it was 
not received until] after the lynching was 
accomplished. 

While the mob was forming and 
threatening to lynch the white prisoners 
also the sheriff took these, three in num- 
ber, to the city jail and put them on the 
train at 9 o'clock, sending them to Jack- 
son.

At the Scathing of the State's 
Attorney, 


Porsecutor Webster Says Hargis 
and Callahan Will Read by the 
Red Fires of Hell on Ac- 
count of the Marcum 
Murder. 


Cynthiana, Ky., August 8.—In the case 
of Curtis Jett and Thomas White, on 
trial here for the murder of J. B. Mar- 
cum, May 4 last, Judge B .Fulton French, 
of Winchester, Ky., opened the argu- 
ment for the defendants. His speecn 
was mainly devoted to the testimonay 
of Captain B. J. Ewen, the main witnéss 
for the prosecution and to the attempted 
impeachment of Ewen's reputation for 
truthfulness. After charging Ewen with 
cowardice and lying in the case, ne de- 
Clared that “God never gave a truthful 
tongue and a cowardly heart to the same 
man,”’ 

in closing, Judge French asked for an 
acquittal, acknowledging that his client, 
Jett, was a bad boy, and had a bad repu- 
tation. 

J. 8. Webster, county attorney of Har- 
rison county, followed Judge French, for 
the prosecution. His speech was full o: 
the most bitter invective and scatching 
denunciation. He urged the jury to do its 
duty and bring in a verdict of guilty with 
a death senterice. 

He referred to Judge Harfis and Sher- 
iff Callahan as the jeaders in the Breath- 
itt county troubles. In one of his pass- 
ages of arraignment Webster said: 

“In the hereafter when time shali be 
no more and the angel Gabriel shati 
place to his lips the oft-heard of trumpet 
and shall blow the final blast, Hargis and 
Callahan will read by the red fires of hel} 
the account of the murder of J. B. Mar- 
cum and the indictment held tn the hana 
of Curtis Jett.” 

Again, In reply to Judge French, whe 
had accused the commonwealth of “‘tam- 
pering’’ with witnesses, Webster suid: 

“To Judge French we hurl back the 
accusation. If his soul had not’ been ag 
fou] as a cesspool of hell, he wotild never 
have made the insinuation.”’ 

Throughout his speech Judge Hargis 
smiled, but White trembled visibliy and 
his face turned ashy pale. Webster 
closed his speech at 5:15 o'clock an: 
court adjourned until Monday. At the

The negro drew a knife and attacked 
Matthews as he reached Warsaw, but 
was knocked unconsclous by a stone 
thrown by Wilson. He was bound and 
gagged and brought here and placed 
in jail. He has confessed. Tonight tne 
streets of the town have been filled with 
angry farmers uttering threats of ven- 
geunce, 


FOR ASSAULTING WOMAN 
TWO NEGHNOES SENTENCED 


Henderson, ‘Texas, August &.—Isham 
Strong, the negro surrendered last night 
by a mob, which had taken him from the 
Officers for the purpose of lynching him, 
was today indicted and placed on trial 
for attempted crimina] assault. He enter- 
ed a piea of gullty and the jury fixed the 
penalty at a term of 99 years. He waived 
time and was sentenced at once. He was 
taken to the penitentiary this afternoon. 

This afternoon, shortly after the con- 
viction of Strenmg, a negro named Eman- 
vel Thompson was brought in from Mount 
Enterprise, where it is alleged he had 
attempted to assault a Miss Sparks. He 
was hurried to the court house, an in- 
dictment was returned and the trial pro- 
ceeded with at once. The jury returned 
a verdict of guilty and assessed the pen- 
alty at 99 years’ imprisoument. He will 
be taken to the penitentiary tomorrow. 


WHITES USED DYNAMITE 


ON THE HOUSE OF NEGRO 
Oklahoma City, Okla., August 8—Early 
this morning a mob of men and boys 
dynamited and set fig@ to a house in 
Orchard Park, which is being erected for 
@ negro woman named Warner. The 
house was badly wrecked and the ex- 
plosion shocked fhat portion of the city. 
The whites tn Orchard Park have warn- 
ed the negroes to leawe, but they have re- 
fused. The negroes have armed them- 
selves and declare they will protect their 
property at the risk of their lives. Some 
of the negroes have stocked their homes 
with arms and ammunition until they look 
like arsenals. A race war is feared.

BAILIFF’S GUN 
CAUSE OF RIOT 


Bailiff Wood Shoots Negro and 
Mob Chases Him, 


| Police Rush to Scene—Wood Has To 


Cover His Retreat with His 
Pistol—Man with Him 
Ran the Fastest—Ex- 
citing Scene. 


An attempt to arrest a negzro woman 
on a warrapt caused a serious shoot- 
ing affair near the corner of Harris 
street and. Piedmont avenue last night 
shortly before 11 o’clock, and a riot was 
narrowly: averted. 

Bailiff J. F. Wood shot and proba- 
bly fatally wounded Bob Noland, a negro, 
of 122 East Harris street. He was chased 
for two blocks and had to keep back 
his pursuers by shooting as he ran. The 
greatest excitement grew out of the af- 
fair. and a squad of police, headed by 
Chief Ball and Captain Moon, armed 
with rifles, rushed to the scene. Four 
or five hundred excited negroe< were 
gathered about ths corner of Harris street 
and Piedmont avenue. but there was no 
further trouble after the arrival of the 
police. 

Noland lies at the hospital with a bullet 
in his abdomen, and it is believed he 
can not recover. Balliff Wood was ar- 
rested down town as he was leaving a 
trolley car, and he will be held until the 
affair can be further investigated. 

Yesterday about noon Bailiff Wood. 
with J. W. Brockman, a money lender, 
went to 122 East Haris street with a 
warrant for Lula Noland, who, it fs said, 
had borrowed money from Brockman 
and mortgaged her furniture, and after- 
wards dispoged of the furniture. She was 
not at home, and the officer and Brock- 
man called again last night to serve the 
Warrant. 

Two Sides to Story. 

As to what took place. the negroes and 
Bailiff Wood differ The negroes who 
claim they saw the shooting, and Lula 
Noland. who was present, say that the 
woman met the men at the front door 
and tried to keep from being arrested 
by paying 1 part of the money she owed. 
They say that Wood got maid because. 
Lula, Noland’s husband wanted to keep 
his wife out of jail, and that Wood drew 
his pistol and fixed without provoca- 
tion. One negro woman told the police 
that she heard Wood say he wanted to 
have another Pittsburg riot. 

Wood says he did not wish any trouble, 
and when he told the woman she would 
have to go to jail, she called her hus- 
band, who came from the back yard, and 
said: 

“My wife shall not go to jail!’

Brockman and 
I decided to retreat, and we both start- 
ed down the street towards Courtland 
avenue. Brockman outran me. The 
crowd of negroes followed me like a pack 
of bloodhounds. I still had three more 
shots jin my pistol, and I used them, 
one at a time, to keep the crowd back. 
Brockman turned up Courtland avenue 
and chught a car. 
catch the same car as it passed P® 
street. If those negroes had overtalt 
me they wouéd have roade skort work of 
me. I was not very mueh excited, ana 
if my ammunition had not given out I 
would have been there all night and still 
shooting. I shot six times.’’ 

Wood does not kgow what amount of 
money the woman owed Brockman. The 
woman says she borrowed $3 and for 
whieh she was to pay $440. She claims 
she owes only 90 cenfs on the debt. 

Wood Is Arrested. 


When Wood boarded the trolley car a 
negro got on at the same time and he 
wajted until the car reached the corner 
of Peachtree street and Auburn avenue, 
and when Wood got off at that place he 
pointed him out to Officer Manier, who 
arrested Wood and sent him to the po- 
lice barracks, 

Wood says it was the first time in his 
life that he ever shot a pistol at any- 
body. He lives at 245 Haynes street, and 
is a bailiff in Justice Sairicy’s court.

Last 
night the bailiff appealed to the police to 
assist him in making the levy, but they 
declined to interfere 

Bailiff Allen returned to the house last 
night with St. Elmo Bailey, who worked 
for the loan company. Maggie Bugg, 
whose furniture was about to. be levie 
upon, Was still on the warpath, ‘and she 
vowed that nobody was e0ing to take 
her bed from under her head. The bailifg 
insisted upon performing his duty. Mag- 
gie’s sister took & hand, and she tom 
her sister Maggie to hold the fort. 

Maggie seized hold of the bailiff, and 
being almost a giant in Strength she soon 
had him hors de combat, so to speak.

MILLS HAVE TROUBLE 
IN. SECURING LABOR 


LEWIS L. ABBOTT 
IS LAID TO REST 


Funeral of Well-Known Citi- 
zen Occurred Yesterday 
Afternoon, 


The funeral of Lewis L. Abbott, who 
was fatally injured by a fall from a 
street car on last Wednesday night, was 
held yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
from the residence, 113 South ‘Pryor 
street. It was conducted by Rev. V. C. 
Norcross, assisted by Rev. A. T. Spald- 
ing. The interment was at Oakland. The 
pallbearers were as follows: A. D. Adair, 
G. T. Dodd, W. M. Terry. Amos Fox, 
KF. H. Williams, H. Hillyer, E. H. Thorn- 
ton and J. A. Whitner. 

Lewis L. Abbott was born in Pickens 
district, now Pickens county, South Car- 
Olina, in January, 1835. He was reared on 
a farm, but in 1854 came to Atlanta and 
found employment as a clerk in the store 
of Seapo & Abbott, an older brother be- 
ing a member of that firm. In 1859 he 
and that brother be¢fame partners in the 
wholesale grocery business, The death of 
his brother brought about the dissolution 
of the firm about the beginning of the 
civil waw. After the close of the war, 
Mr. Abbott resumed business with two 
other brothers, under the name of Abbott 
& Bros. They did a large and successful 
business for many years, and upon the 
dissolution of the firm, Lewis Abbott con- 
tinued business on his owp account until 
his death. 

He married Miss S. C. Rowlands, of 
Macon, Ga., in 1868. He leaves his widow 
and three children, Mrs. J. R. Black, 
of Atlanta; Miss Franceg Abbott, of At- 
land, and Rowland Abbott, a rising young 
business man of New Orleans. He its also 
Survived by his two brothers, Captain 
W. L, Abboft, now of Waiton coynty, and 
B. F. Abott, of the bar of Atlanta. 

Mr. Abbott always had the esteem and 
confidence of his fellow-citizens. He was 
&@ man of great probity of character, 
Was. prompt and reliable in his business 
transactions. and was, universally con- 
sidered to be a man of stainless purity 
of life and character. In 1852 he joined 
the Baptist church, and died within its 
communion.

PEOPLE WON'T COME IK 
FROM COUNTRY TOWNS 


Good Wages Offered, but Problem 
Fails To Solve Itself—-No Rea- 
son Why Persons Desiring 
Labor Should Be Idle 

Now. 


There is no reason why any man 
should be idle in Atlanta today, for 
there is plenty of work to be given to 
every comer. = 

In fact, there are some industries in 
the éity that have found it a difficulty 
to secure all the help really needed for 
their operatian. This is a fact in regard 
to many of the cotton mills. It is a fact 
in regard to contracting carpen- 
teres and brick masons. It is 4 
fact with regard to pants facto- 
ries. The list might be strung out to an 
extent forbidden by the space at hand, 

The reason for this state of affairs is 
twofold. One is that industries, realizing 
the advantages of. Atlanta as a site for 
their operations have multiplied faster 
thah opratives have come to the city. 
Another reason {ts that just now, with 
the good crops and high prices of cot- 
ton, men, women and children can se- 
cure profitable employment in the rich 
fields of the country and they prefer this 
work to the more confining toil of a city. 

A representative of The Constitutjon 
called the other day at the Atlanta Wool- 
en mills and discussed these conditions 
at length with W. M. Nixon, president 
and general manager of that enterprise. 

“We could put fifty weavers and twen- 
ty-five spinners and card room hands 
to work this afternoon,” said Mr. Nix- 
on. “In fact, we simply cannot find all 
the help we really need and last year 
our output was nearly one-fourth less 
than the average on this very account, 

“This {s true, too, in spite of the fact 
that a large number of cotton mills 
have clos?d down OWing to thm high price 
of cotton. The Operatives from those 
mills have gone out and found employ- 
ment elsewhere at once, but In spite of 
the numbers made available in this way 
the situation has not been relieved, 

“Many Gainesville cotton mill hands 
came to Atlanta after the cyclone. I know 
of sixty families who came at one time. 
With an average of three working peo- 
ple to each family, this would mean 180 
estton mill hards to be distrihuted among 
the various mills of the city. Their com- 
ing, however, made scarcely any impres- 
sion on the demahd for labor that con- 
stantly exists. 

“Of course the older mills, the Expos!- 
tion mills and the Fulton Bag and Cot- 
ton mills, that have been in operation 
s0 many years, have their established 
force of employees, gathered sogether 
from year to year. These people own 
their homes fn many instances and are 
settlea@ permanently at the mill where 
they work and the managements of those 
enterprises do not have to depend on 
green help or floating help as the newer 
mills do to a great extent. 


May Go to Country. 


“One reason why we are short of help 
just now is that many eotton mill opera- 
tives have gone into the country and 
are hired out at farm work. They enjoy 
the fresh air and like the country life, 
while prices for such work are unusually 
good at present and farm laborers can 
make as muth money as they could in 
mills in town. So they go out to the 
country seeking recreation as well as 
work during the summer months and 
when fal? sets In they will return and 
resume their places at the spinning 
frames and looms. 

‘We pay a skilled weaver $1 a day 
and a spinner, usually a young girl or 
boy, about 50 cents a day. At these wages 
a family ts enabled to earn far more 
money by working in a mill than by 
farming a small plece Of ground on 
shares. 

“Living, too, is as cheap in Atlanta as 
it is in the country. Good houses of the 
type pfovided for cotton mill employees 
may be had af a véry low rent and board- 
ing i# remarkably cheap among these 
people. A man need have no fear of find- 
ing Atlanta too expensive for him to 
live. 

‘‘FHlowever, the scarcity of Jabor !s not 
confined to the textile industries by any 
manner of means. Just to illustrate: We 
are now having a building to be used in 
connection with the woolen milis put up 
on our grounds. We are offering car- 
penters and brick masons splendid wages, 
but we can’t find the men to take the 
places end do the work in hand as fast 
as we would like. I am offering brick 
masons 40 cents an hour, and at that I 


‘can't get all of them I want. 


“Now, for cotton mill work, a green 
hand cut of the country is reglly to be 
preferred over on experienced person 
who has learned his trade but likes to 
move. If you can take a family from the 
country and give the older members em- 
ployment and make it to their Iking 
sufficiently to keep them, say, a month, 
teach them their work and pay them for, 
it, the chances are they * will remain 
with you for a long time to come. On 
the o'er hand, if you depend on skilled 
help, the chances are that you will get a 
class of floaters, who wil] be constantly 
coming and going, which, of course, is 
not at all desirable. 


“Search for Workers. 


“At various times I have sent men out 
in the«surrounding country in an at- 
tempt to bring people here to learn tho 
mill work. Once og twice I have made 
these trips myself. We get some opera- 
tives in this way, and they usually alay 
with us. . 

“But offer all the inducements we can 
and make all the efforts poggible, the 
fact romaing that there is a scarcity of 
labor in Atlanta, both skilled and com- 
mon iabor. Indeed, a certain enterprise, 
which would have proved a very good cus- 
tomer of ours, thought of locating im 
this city, but when the management 
found oug how hard it was to get help, 
the move here was not made, I knuw,

COLLEGE HAS REORGANIZED. 


Thomasville’s Educational Institu- 
tion for Females To Reopen. 
Thomasville, Ga., August 8.—(Special.)— 
Thomasville will again be the seat of 
learning that it was a number of years 
ago. Young’s Female college has been 
reorganized and will open on October 1 

in better condition than ever before. 

Young's Female college was created in 
1869 at the behest of Major E. R. Young, 
a wealthy planter of Thomas county. 
He left by his will $30,000 to trustees 
for the establishment here of a college 
for women. The college was established 
and continued to exist with varying suc- 
céss until two years ago. The trustees 
decided at that time to turn the prop- 
erty over temporarily to the city public 
schools, and since then it has been used 
by them for the lower grades. 

Eight months ago the trustees offered 
the entire property to the Macon Pres- 
bytery, rent free, if they would estab- 
lish and maintain in it a woman's col- 


lege. The presbytery accepted the offer 
and placed the college In charge of a 
beard of six managers—Hon. Charles P. 
Hansell, Thomasville, Ga.; W. C. Vereen, 
‘Moultreey Ga.; W. C. Pease, Columbus, 
Ga.; J. W. Wheatley, Americus, Ga.; 
Rev. R. E. Douglas, Macon, and Rev. 
S. L. McCarty, Thomasville. 

These gentlemen have made all ar- 
rangements for the opening of the col- 
lege on October 1. A corps of eight 
teachers has been provided for, among 
whom is Professor John BE. Baker, for 
many years the president of the college 
under the old regime. J. Preston Allan. 
of Virginia, a son of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Preston Allan, is another of the teachers. 

Rev. W. .R. Owings, formerly pastor 
of the Presbyterian church. at Cordele. 
has been elected president, and has al- 
ready arrived in the city. 

The citizens of Thomasville come to the 
Support of the college and have con- 
tributed nearly $2,000 for the purpose of 
making additions and improvements to 
the buildings. 

Yorfng'’s Female college will be con- 
ducted as a high-class woman’s college 
for both residents and boarders.

The committee gave 
every witness the widest possible latitude, 
allowing him to testify not only to mat- 
ters of his own knowledge, byt having 
him relate every rumor he had heard, 
éverything that could by any stretch of 
the imagination be construed into circum- 
stantial evifence, everything that he had 
heard tat somebody else had heard that 
somebody else had heard—even to the ut- 
most limit of the imagination, They were 
not confined tothe present session or the 
present legislature, but were permitted, 


ayes encouraged, to hark back to the dark 
© ind misty past, so anxious were the mem- 


bers of the investigating committee to 
Sve the greatest possible opportunity for 


‘those who had peen charging, suggesting 


or insinuating improper practices to dis- 
close the facts upon which these charges, 
suggestions and insinuations had been 
based. A committee of this kind is a ju- 
dicial body in its character, but there 
was no attempft tw restrict anybody to 
the rules of évidénce. Any man who had 
anything of any character to say was 
given the fullest possible Opportunity to 
say it. 

At the conclusion of yesterday’s session 
the committee having exhausted its list 
of witnesses, asked that any member of 
the committee, any member of the 6en- 
ate or house, or anybody else who could 
suggest any other witness who could pos- 
sibly throw light upon the work of the 
committée do so. Mr. Overstreet, who 
has been promirent in the investigation, 
was particularly asked whether %e had: 
He said he had 
none; and no euggestions coming from 
any other source, the committee declared 
the testimony closed and went into ex- 
ecutive session fo take up its work of 
sifting the testimony and preparing its 
report. Under the extension of time 


granted by the legislature, this report 4 


will probably be made on Tuesday. 

This Investigation has, naturally, at- 
tracted much attention throughout the 
state and, indeed, throughout the coun- 
cry. Charges of “‘lobbying’’ had been made 
by two members upon the floor of the 
house. 

Lobbying is a crime under the laws of 
Georgia. When these charges were thus 
publicly made, The Constitution imme 
diately demanded that the general as- 
investigation with a4 
view to disclosing the facts upon which 
these charges were based and to pun- 
ishing any persons who might be found 
sullty of illegal practice. The day that 
this editorial demand appeared in The 
Constitution, a resolution providing for 
such an investigation was passed by the 
senate. It was immediately sent to the 
house, where, in a somewhat amended 
shape, it was passed and sent to the 
senate, where the house substitute was 
promptly agreed to. 


e Under this resolution the president of 


the genate and the speaker of the house 
appointed the members of the commit- 
tee, three from the senate and five from 
e house. The make-up of the com- 
mittee is: From the genate, Messrs. 
Hopkins, Harrell and Davis; from tho 
house, Messrs. Howard, speaker pro tem; 
West of Lowndes, Slaton of Fulton, 
Tiawes of Elbert and Cann of Chatham. 
A more representative committee could 
not have been chosen. It developed dur- 
ing the. hearings that have followed that 
the special] inquiries that have been made 
by those who made the charges or in- 
sinuations were directed towards the 
uniformity bill, the child labor bill, the 
franchise tax act and the convict bills. 
In view of this fact, it is worthy of 
special Note that the majority of the com- 
mittee in each instance represents that 
side of the discussion from which these 
charges or insinuations have come. It is 
not necessary, of course, to explain to 
anybody familiar with -the gentlemen 
composing the committee that it is made 
up of the most fair-minded of men; but 
to thoge who may not know them the 
fact cited above may be of interest. 
The committee organized with Senator 
Hopkins as chairman. It has held morn- 
ing and afternoon sessions, working con- 
tinuously. A largo number of witnesses 
have appeared. The charges made upon 
the floor of the hoOus8e came from Mr. 
Tigner, of Muscogee, and Mr. Overstreet, 
of Screven. Both of these gentlemen fur- 
nished the committee with a list of names 
of witnesses they thought ought to be 
called, and these lista have’ been con- 
stantly supplemented as the result of 
each day’s developments.

Sv 
far as the testimony has disclosed, als 
of these’ gentlemen had a ‘right to be 
there. Whether they should have been 
upon the floors of the senate and house-- 
as they were at times—is in its last an- 
alysis simply a matter of laxity in tho 
enforcement of the technica] rules ¢ov 
ering the question of admissions upon 
the floor—a laxity which has long exist- 
ed and is the outgrowth of general cus- 
tom. There has been much talk of. per-

It is notable that most of the inquiries 
were aimed at the child labor bill, the 
uniformity text book bil] and the convici 
question. There seems to have been a 
good deal of feeling over these measures 
and the talk of outside influences has re- 
sulted from this. 

The school book publishers seem to have 
been active for and against the uniform- 
ity bill as they thought their respective 
interests dictated, but there is no evi- 
dence of any improper or illegal attempts 
to influence the votes of members. 

The cotton mill men were much intar 
ested in defeating the child labor bil. 
which they feared would Injure their 
tusiness, but they employed no attorneys 
and brought no Improper influence to 
bear. On the other hand, while the laber 
Organizations used their most strenuous 
efforts to pass that bill, they did not in 
any instance resort to improper methods.

Then Mr. Felder discoyered that 
Mr, Overstreet had been entertained by 
another attorney at the Capital City 
Club. Much of the record of the com- 
mittee is burdened by the details of 
these entertainments. At yesterday’s 
meeting Mr. Overstreet explained that he 
had no idea of refiecting upon either Mr. 
Felder or his guests. He had something 
to say about the ethics of entertaining 
which some people will disagree to, but 
the hatchet Is buried. It is not likely that 
the committee will devote much time to 
the consideration of this phase of the 
investigation, since there is no charge 
in either instance that at either of these 
entertainments there was legislation dis- 
cussed or anything improper done. 


And last came Joe Hiil Hall. The gen- 
tleman from Bibb was a witness at yes- 
terday’s hearing. He had a good deal to 
say, but like cvery other witness said 
he had no personal knowledge of any 
criminal or improper practices. He had 
very positive views about railroad passes 
and some other things, and talked of 
some ancient history, but named no 
names. Then he gave the heartiest and 
strongest indorsement of the present leg- 
islature, saying that there had been less 
ground for criticism on account of out- 
side influence of any kind against this 
legislature tten any within his knowl- 
edge. His testimony in this regard is tne’ 
teresting and valuabie, coming from such 
a source. .

The expected sensation over the ap- 
pearance of “Senator’’ Loud, the much- 
talked about, did not materialize.

Hon. Joe Hill Hall. 


Mr. Hall was asked the formal question 
whether he had any knowledge of any 
practices calculated to injuriously affect 
legislation. 

“TIT am the last man in Georgla who 
would know of his own knowledge of any 
lobbying or practices askin thereto, or 
improper practices of the kind covered by 
that resolution,” said Mr. Hall. He said 
he had no facts whatsoever to give the 
committee. 

He was then asked if he had any opin- 
ions on the subject, to give them to the 
committee with the facts upen which his 
opinions were based. 

Mr. Hall said that when he first came 
to the legislature he believed, and he be- 
lieves now, that all policies and all legis- 
lation in this state are controlled by core 
porations, both those in the state and 
those outside corporations which have 
large interests in the state, and by cer- 
tain special interests In the state. These 
controlled, in his opinion, not only the 
legislation, but the politics. He went on 
to say that at different times he had 
introduced different measures which -he 
conceived to be in the Interests of the 
people, and that he felt their defeat had 
been due to outside influences.

Is Ancient xistry. 

“Yes,” Teplied Mr. Hall, “I have seen 
men upon the floors, but not during the 
present legisiature. L want to say in ail 
earnestness and candor that there has 
been less of it during the present legisla- 
ture than I ever saw before. As to the 
present legislature, I cannot say I lgive! 
seen any there, either on the floor or in| 
the lobbies.”’

More of Such History. 
Another piece of ancient history which) 


figured in his testimony was concerning 


a bill which he sald the senate passed | 
either In Tx98 or 1899. This he said was a/| 
very innocent looking bill on its face, | 
containing some provisions which looked 
simply as an effort to guard the interests | 
of minority stockholders in railroad cor- | 
rorations. “But read between the lines.” | 
he declared, “its effect and its purpose 
was to provide that no other railroad 
lines could ever have been built in Geor- 
gia unless the Southern railway said so.” 

The bill passed the senate, receiving 23 
votes. Immediately after its passage 
Senator Brown called his attention to it 
and asked him to 100k into it, as he was 
afraid there was something wrong with 
it. Then Senator Heard appealed to him 
to take the matter up. Senator Heard had 
explained that the bill had only received 
23 votes; that it had been passed by his 
vote, and that he had since looking into 
the matter come to belleye there was 
something wrong and that if the measure 
was enacted Into a law he would be 
ruined. 

When the bill got before the general 
judiciary committee of the house, attor- 
neys representing the Seaboard and other 
companies appeared in opposition to it. 
A very prominent lawver in Atlanta had 


see the bill drawn, and, of course, @id not 
know of his own Knowledge, he felt very 
strong in the opinion that it had been 
drawn by Mr. Stetson, of New York, gen- 
eral counsel of the Southern. 

The next day after the hearing before 
the judiciary committee, a gentleman had 
come to him and said that those who 
were promoting the measure would degree 
to drop it entirely if he would not make 
a speech. As all he was after was the 
defeat of the bill, he consented, and the 
bill was dropped. He had afterwards 
heard that Mr. Ogletree, of Butts, had 
tokd some gentiemen that a uthern 
railway attorney; had told him this was 
a good bill and ought to receive his sup- 
port, “but had advised him to look out 
for me.” The bill was introduced by 
Senator Mann, of the forty-fourth dis- 
trict.

Philadelphia,- August 8.—Four persons 
are dead, at least twelve are thought to 
be fatally injured and 150 others hurt 
seriously as the result of an accident 
which occurred today at the Philadelphia 
National League basebaH park A board 
walk that overhung the left field bleach- 
ers fell to the street, carrying 200 specta- 
tors with it. :

Two games were scheduled between Hos- 
ton and Philadelphia this afternoon, and 
the attraction drew over ten thousand 


persons to the ball park. 


Drunken. Men Caused Accident. 

The accident occurred at 5:40 o’cleck, 
while the Boston team was at bat in its 
half of the fourth inning of the second 
game, and was -directly due to a quarrel 
between two drunken men in the street. 
The National League stands are built. of 
steel and brick, the brick wall extending 
entirely around the grounds. At the top 
of the left field seats, and extending from 
the grand stand to the end of the bleach-

ers, there was a walk about three feet 


wide, which overhung the street. It was 
this walk that gave way under the heavy 
weight. 

Men who were standing on the walk 
were attracted by a disturbance in the 
street. They leaned over the railing to 
see what was the trouble, and this drew 
the. attention of other spectators, who 
rushed onto the walk 

The walk became over-crowded and 
without a moment's warning 200 feet of 
it fell to the sidewalk, 20 feet below, car- 
tying all who were on it. Thera were 
probably three thousand persons sitting 
in the left field bleacher, and the roar 
made by the falling timber created a 
panic. Instantly the spectators rose en 
masse and made a rush down the stand 
and into the playing field. Not knowing 
what had occurred, the ball players and 
otuers tried to stop the mad rush, but 
they were swept aside and several per- 
gons were badly hurt in the crush. 


Scene One of Horror. 

Outside the grounds the scene was one 
of horror. For an entire biock on Fif- 
teenth street, from Huntingdon street to 
Lehigh avenue, men and boys were lying 
writhing in agony. Some were buried un- 
der the wreckage, others were lying in 
the gutters and dozens were stretched out 
in Fifteenth street on the car tracks. 
The ten thousand persons within 
grounds left the place and crowded about 
the injured, of whom there were more 
than a hundrd. Indescribable confusion 
reigned for 4 time, because of the great 
crowd. 

While waiting for conveyances to carry 
the victims to hospitals, thousands of 
willing hands looked after the injured. 
They were carried from the street and 
jaid on the sidewalk and some were taken 
into nearby private houses. All houses 
in the vicinty. were thrown open to the 
victims. One of the largest street car 
barns in the city is situated across the 
street from the ball park, and ali the 


wrecking cars and teams were gotten 
ready to transport the injured to hos- 
pitais. 

There were many good Samaritans in 
the great crush of people, but one who 
stood out conspicuously for valuable as-

TWO PERSONS KILLED; 
FULLY SIXTY INJURED 


Hundreds of Houses, Mine Tipples 
and Buildings of Every Descrip- 
tion Are Wrecked by the 
Force of the Storm. 


Pittsburg, Kans., August 8.—A tornado 
passed through the thickly populated 
mining district north and east of Pitts- 
burg early today, destroying hundreds 
of houses, mine tipples and bulldings of 
every description, leveling to a mass of 
wreckage a large portion of every camp 
between Devlin Miller shaft, north of 
Fontenac, an@ the “organ shaft on the 
State line, and converting into ruin a 
strip of thickly populated territory 8 
miles long and 2 miles wide.

The killed are George Gill, an assist- 
ant school janitor, and a boy named 
Richard Knight. Seven other men and 
boys, of whom two had fractured skulls, 
were taken to the hospital and about a 
dozen other persons were taken to their 
homes after their injuries had been 
dressed by ambulance surgeons. 

The end of the ladders projecting from 
the rear of the truck swept over the 
sidewalk, where a crowd of about fifty 
persons were standing.

OWEN’S RETURN 
IS A SURPRISE 


Had Left Alabama Without 
Making — Settle- 
ment, 


Montgomery, Ala., August 8 —(Special.) 
J. E. |Owen, tax coilector of Russell 
county, who it was alleged had fled the 
country, arriveég; in Montgomery this 
morning, accompanied by Judge H. T. 
Benton and his attorney, F. M. de- 
Graffenreid, both of Seale, en route to 
his home in Russell county. 

Geveral days @go the governor in- 
structed the attorney general to bring 
suit against Tax Collector Owen for his 
failure or refusal to settie with the state, 
his indebtedness, it was alleged, being 
over three thousand dollars. 

Owen, it is alleged, at once, after this 
notice, went to Columbus, Ga., where 
he had on deposit about $1,100 in a bank, 
which he drew out, and purchased a 
ticket for New Orleans. He is said to 
have written to his friends at Seale from 
New Orleans that he could not face them 
and would not return, It is said that he 
was induced by his friends to return 
and to settle his indebtedness with the 
state and county. 

There were several citizens of Seale 
in this city today, who came down to 
s@ée the governor about declaring the 
office of tax collector of Russell vacant 
and to see about filling the vacancy. 

The return of Mr. Owen was a great 
surprise, therefore, not only to the state 
house officials who had received informa- 
tion from Russell that the tax collector 
had written from New Orleans that he 
had concluded he could not face his 
friends and would not return, Dut to 
citizens of his own town. 

The further news was recelved here that 
Owen had written that he had changed 
his name, but- gave his address to his 
friends, who were surprised at his con- 
duct and determined to get him to return 
and settie his indebtedness to the state 
and county. These men had not lost con- 
fidence in him, and attributed his amis- 
fortune and inability to settle with the 
state to jeniency to tax payers. It is said 
that the tax collector had not spent the 
money he had drawn out of the bank at 
Columbus, and has turned it over to his 
friends to be paid into the state treasury.

Hands Down Decision Af- 
fecting the Baltimore 
Block. 


Judge Newman, of the United States 
court, has handed down a decision in 
equity in the case of John Topliff against 
the Hopkins Place Savings bank, in which 
he holds to be legal a contract between 
the Atlanta Land and Annuity Company 
and the Atlanta Improvement Company 
by which the Atlanta Annuity Company 
leased to the Atlanta Improvement Com- 
pany certain lots in Atlanta for ninety- 
nine years with the privilege of renew- 


ing. 

The Atlanta Land and Annulty Com- 
pany owned land in Atlanta. A part of 
this land, mow known as the Baltimore 
block, was leased to the Atlanta Improve- 
ment Company for the term of ninety-nine 
years with the privilege of renewal] at 
the end of that time. The lessee was to 
pay $110 a year for the ground rent of 
each lot, having the privilege of buying 
these lots at $2,200 each at any time they 
chose. It was stipulated in the contract 
that if at any time the lessee failed to 
pay his rent the land was to revert to the 
original owners. The lessee built houses 
on the land and up to this time claims to 
have paid about $3,500 rent. 

The rights of the Atlanta Land and 
Annuitv Company have passed into the 
hands of the Hopkins Place Savings bank 
and John Topliff, deceased, was one of 
the owners of the lease. Some time ago 
the lessor swore out a distress warrant 
against the lessee, upon which the lessee, 
John Topliff, through his administrator, 
filed suit in equity in the United States 
court, claiming that the alleged reserva- 
tions of ground rent by the Annuity Com- 
pany to be null and void because it is an 
attempt to plant a feuda] tenure in the 
state of Georgia, because it is a violation 
of the rules ageinst perpetuities and be- 
cause it is othtrwise coatrary to publix 
policy.

CUSTOMS AT VATICA 
BEING UPSET BY PIUS 


Outcry Regarding the Distribution 
of Tickets Is Great—Speculators 
Have the Tickets — Pius 
and the American Cath- 
olic University. 


Rome, August 8.—By special permission 
the representative of the Associated 
Préss was allowed to enter St. Peter to- 
night to observe the preparations for 
the coronation tomorrow. In the central 
Risle a wide space has been fenced ocff 
for the passage of the cortege. The 
chapels, including that of St..Gregory, 
where the pope pauses, have been rich- 
ly decorated with red damask, fringed 
with gold. The papal throne rises majes- 
tically at the farther end of the great 
building. being a bewildering mixture of 
gold, red and silver, and makes qa gor- 
geous appearance. 

The new pope has been upsetting all 
customs at the vatican. When the conr- 
fers thought .today to civ> him opleas- 
ure by saying that he would have a tre- 
mendous reception at St. Peter on Sun- 
day, the pope was much displeased, and 
absolutely forbade anything of the kind, 
Saving that he would not have it. H> 
called his major domo, who thereupon 
issued the fcllowing proclamation, which 
was distributed as widely as possible: 

“It is the warm desire of his holiness 
to have no acclama‘iog at the vatican 
or basilica, and that the most devout and 
most religious silence be maintained.”’ 

The outcry regarding the distribution 
of the tickets for the coronation .cere4 
monies have assumed vast proportions. 
Many distinguished Catholics, and espe- 
clally foreigners, have arrived in Rome 
for the pupooses of being present at the 
c*remcnies, and they have been unable 
to obtain tickets, while speculators are 
selling them on the streets. 

The government has ordered 1,000 troops 
to occupy the plaza in front of St. Peter 
at 4 o'clock Sunday morning. 

The departure from Rome of Cardi- 
nal Langenieux and Cardinal Lecot with- 
out walting for the coronation is much 
commented upon, as the French cardinals 
had refused until the last moment to vote 
for Sarto.

BUT UMPIRE DRANK WHISKY 


Excitement spread among the 2,000 
eager fanatics who had gathered at Pied- 
mont park t6 witness the game when 
in the first inning of thp] contest Umpire 
Cox stepped out in front of the grand- 
Stand and after making several vain at- 
tempts to get the attention of the crowd 
announced that because he had been ap- 
proached by a “director” of the Atlanta 
club before the game, and had it inti- 
mated to him that he (Cox) had ar- 
ranged to sell the game, that he then 
and there, being an honest mun and 
above reproach, declared ali bets on the 
game “‘off.’’ 

This announcement by the umpire puz- 
zied the crowd. They did not know why 
he should declare all bets off, and did 
not see what connection his action had 
with the contest in progress, and so 
Questions began to fly back and forth 
quick and fast in an attempt of many to 
get at the whys and wherefores of Mr. 
Cox's proceedings, 

For the benefit of those interested in 
baseball in Atlanta and in an attempt 
to throw some light on this action of 
Umpire Cox the sporting editor of The 
Constitution made a few inquiries and 
gleaned a few facts during and after the 
game which may or may not help to 
&x plain. 

Just before the game Umpire Cox was 
seen drinking whisky in the gentlemen's 
dressing room under the grand stand. 

Secretary Boyer had learned of this 
goci.] glass having heen taken by 
umpire and had, in the interest 
club, protested against Cox umpiring the 


hs protest. 

Here are the details, 
tant or unimportant, that preceded tne 
umpire’s drink and announcement: 

When Umpire Cox entered the bill 
park yestesday afternoon he was seen to 
go up to Albert Hightower, who was 
standing near the steps ingide the gate, 
and tap him on the shoulder, whereupon 
they both walked off together down le- 
low the press box, remaining fo: a tew 
minutes under the grandsiand in con- 
versation.

Ohristian nations had long since 
lost their crusading habit, and wars were 
not being waged any more because -of 
@ifference of creed. Christians who spent 
@o mruch of their time fighting fellow- 


abdahdoned their ancient ways; hence, in 
quarters where they were strongest they 
continued to do as was done by both 
cress and crescent in the days of the 
erusades—they spotied the Egyptians. 

The Bgyptian who fulfilled the Scrip- 
ture in one case was the Mohammedan; 
in the other, he was the Christian. Law- 
ful authority in the one case was de- 
tived from the Jewish Testament; in 
the other from the Arab Koran. In 
both cases law and gospel is strongly 
egainst the Egyptian. Most historians 
eontentedly describe these Mohammedans 
@s “‘barbary pinetes.’’ In the sense that 
the crusaders were pirates or that Drake 
@nd Hawkins were pirates, they were 
pirates. They were not so in any other 
sense. 

From the days of Godfrey, Bohemund, 
Tancred and Richard, down to those of 
Don John of Austria, Christian princes 
had hurled themselves upon the Mussul- 
man, doing him injury to the full extent 
of their power. The Mohammedan retal-- 
fated whenever he could. At the close 
of the eighteenth century the lineal de- 
seendant of the crusading customs, so 
far as the followers of Mohammed were 
concerned, made itself manifest in the 
capture, by the various “Barbary pow- 
ers,”’ of all such Christian vessels as 
were unsble to prevent it. 

To a religious worlé which had forgot- 
ten all about the hoary pledges to re- 
deem the sepulcher of Christ, and which 
had no distinct recollection of the whole- 
gale manner in which the Christian west 
had formerly despoiled the Hohammedan 
east, this @urvival of barbaric practices 
was most irksome end odious. It was 
what would be classed in historical liter- 
ature as an anachronism. Therefore it 
eould not be too severely condemned. 
“Barbary pirates’’ was a name quite 
good enovgh for heathen who continued 
to do in the eighteenth century what had 
been correct enough in the sixteenth or 
even in the seventeenth, but Which was 

now clearly out of date. 

' But the Mussulman was a great fighter, 
and to keep him from continuing the cru- 
sading feud. the kings of Burope paid 
his annua! tribute. The Christian nations 
bought peace from the infidels at a stated 


To this inglorious end had come the 
oaths sworn and armies mershaled to 


: “treak the powers of Mahomet and ré- 


deem the grave of Christ. 

Now the infant republic of the United 
States, not versed in the ways of 
diplomacy, had paid no tribute to the 
“Barbary pirates.”” The consequences 
ripened early. In the spring of 17% the 
- American brig, Betsy, was pounced upon 
and taken to Morocco. Spat was then 
our friend, and Spain urgently requested 
the sultan of Morocco to release the pris- 
oners without ransom. Dven pirates have 
their ideas of suavity and etiquet; the 
guitan had no wish to affront a tribute- 

Christian, like Spain. Besides. 
the United States was, perhaps, ignorant 
of the rules and had not intended to vio-

fanean. Therefore, the sultan handsome- 
ly complimented the infant republic with 
the liberty of the Betsy’s crew.

President Washington then proceeds to 
hope, earnestly and somewhat humbly, 
that the young pirate will treat the Uni- 
ted States as liberally as the old dead 
pirate had done. 

And the missive winds up ‘with an as- 
tonishing prayer that the “God whom we 
both adore’’ (we pirates) ‘‘will bless your 
imperial majesty with long life, health 
and success!’’ 

Blessed pirates. 

At the close of this amazing letter and 
astonishing prayer are signed the names 
of George Washington, president, and 
Thomas Jefferson, secretary of state. 

Verily, diplomacy has ways th atare pe- 
culiar, and language which is queer. 

And when President Washington trans- 
mitted to the senate that treaty with 
Tripoll which the senate ratified, the in- 
troductory sentence ran in these words: 

“As the government of the United 
States is not in‘ any sense founded on 
the Christian religion, etc.’ 

This to soothe the Mohammedan pirate 
and to keep his prices within the bounds 
of moderation! 

In view of such facts as these it might 
be well for historical authors to discard 
the title of “Barbary Pirates,”’ and to 
put upon Washington's great friend of 
“glorious memory,” a name which would 
reflect greater credit—upon Washington. 

As well as another could Washington 
resort to the wiles of diplomacy when 
occasion demanded. Hence he could court 
the Mussulman with meaningless bland- 
ishments and bide the time when the 
sword could cut this particularly difficult 
knot. 

During his second administration Wash- 
ington believed that his country was 
Strong enough to defy the Barbary pow- 
ers, and he called upon congress for half 
a dozen modest little battle ships to be 
used in the Mediterranean. After the us- 
ual lengthened debate, congress did final- 
ly vote the vessels. 

Nothing further was done unt!l Jeffer- 
son himself was president. We shal! then 
see how this most tenacious of men car- 
ried out his origina] plan of bringing the 
Mussulman to realize that the crusades 
were over. 

This recommendation which Washing- 
ton made in his message, was based upon 
the report which Mr. Jefferson, as secre- 
tary of state, had made to congress. 

That body having applied to hint tn the 
matter of the navy he advised the build- 
ing of a sufficient number of vessels to 
protect our commerce in the Mediterra- 
nean. On account of suggestions like 
those he made in Paris and during his 
secretaryship, John Adams called Jeffer- 
son the father of the American navy.

CHAPTER XXX. 

What did Mr. Jefferson do for his coun- 
try while minister to France? 

To answer fully would certainly be te- 
dious and would probably be useless. 
Whale oil, salted fish, tobacco, rice, s2lt- 
ed pork are important items in commerce, 
having much to do with the balance of 


| trade and the prosperity of individuals 
| and of nations; 
|} assured that Mr. Jefferson struggled long, 
| hard and with partial success to prevail 


but when the reader is 


upon France to be lenient with us npon 
those subjects he has perhaps learned as 
much as he cares to know. 

The grip of the protectionist, the mo- 
nopolist, was almost irresistable in the 
France of that day, as it is in America 
now; and Mr. Jefferson’s task was well- 
night hopeless. Yet by great persever- 
ance and the bringing to bear of the 
pressure of Lafayette and other personal 
friends, he did manage to loosen the 
iron bands a little. Whale oil and salt 
fish from New England began to have 
better treatment; so did rice from the 
south. For tobacco he was not able to 
do much, that article of commerce nA 
in the control of the Farmers-General, 
corporation which held France by ihe 
throat. The sum and substance of it all 
was that Mr. Jefferson succeeded in get- 
ting the United States treated as the most 
favored natien. France not only yielded 
to him better trade relations than she 
had ever conceded to Dr. Franklin, but 
she agreed to put her consular arrange- 
ments with us on a far more satisfogtory 
basis than Dr. Franklin had agreed to 
accept. 

In short, Mr. Jefferson accomplished no 
marvels, but he did everything that was 
possible. 

Besides his public duties, he was kept 


busy attending to various other matters. 


which one of our national representatives 
at a foreign court would now disdain. 
Mr. Choate, who takes care of our dig- 
mity at the court of 8t. James, would 
probably refuse to buy lamps for an 
American friend, as Mr. Jefferson cheer- 
fully did for Richard Henry Lee; and 
Mr. Charlemagne Tower, who emphasises 
and illustrates our national majesty at 
Berlin, would hardly make the rounds of 
the jewellers’ shops to select a pair of 
Spectacles for an acquaintance, as Mr. 
Jefferson did for Bellini. 

Things were different then, and Thomas 

Jefferson was often seen under conditions 
not more impressive than Chief Justice 
John Marshall's, when he selected cab- 
bages in the Richmond market and walk. 
ed home bearing a plebian burden of 
chickens and eggs, ham and sausages. 
‘ Fancy a chief justice of the supreme 
court of the United States now going 
along the streets from mazxket holding a 
bunch of squaliing chickens in his hand, 
will you? 

Wasting no thought on his Mdgnity, 
Thomas Jefferson was happy in attending 
to the wants of his old friends. He would 
ransack the book stores to get rare vol- 
umes for George Wythe and James Mon- 


}roe and James Madison; for some other 


eptrespondent he would buy a new 
tongue for the harpsichord; to another he 
would send a case of wine; and he went 
to a great deal of trouble to procure for 
Mr. Madison the best watch that could be 
made. 

‘the state of Virginia wished to have a 
marble bust of Washington, and Mr. Jef- 
ferson selected the sculptor (Hdudon), 
made the contract and conducted the cor- 
respondence with all the parties concern- 
ed. A new state house was being built in 
Richmond; it delighted the miristers to 
furnish plans ana specifications, copied 
from a Roman remain which’ fascinated 
this amateur architect. 

In the course of a friendly discussion 
with Buffon, the French naturalist, as to 
the respective sizes of animals in Europe 
and America, Mr. Jefferson resolved to 
bring forward as proof of his theory the 
skeleton of a moose. He wrote to Gen- 


] eral John Sullivan, of Maine, to get him 


the skin and ‘skeleton of a moose and to 


winter coumalen. accompanied by a troop 


of hunterg, marched through the snow, 
found a herd, killed a moose, had to cut 
& road 20 miles through the wilderness 
and drag the carcass by hand. Having 
got the animal to his home, General Sul- 
livan had to take off the skin, clean the 
bones, »ack the parts wanted. etc. 

in due ‘time Mr. Jefferson got the argu- 
nent he needed for the convincing of 
Boffon. Hezalso got a bill of expenses. 
which amounted to $220. The Coynt De 
Buffon handsomely confessed himself con- 
quered. 

All Americang who happened t@ need 
help of any kind learned the way tg Mr. 
Jefferson’s house in Paris. 

Lion-hearted Paul Jones, seeking jus- 
tice from Denmark which had given up to 
England certain prizes won from the mis- 
tress of the seas by the dauntless Jones, 
appealed to Jeffergon, not in vain. 

Ledyard, the Connecticut traveler. found 
in our, migister a friend who sympathized 
with him. From Mr. Jefferson he obtain- 
ed money and the introduction to people 
of influence. 

He zealously aided all Americans who 
were in distress, those who were pris- 
oners in the hands of the “Barbary Pi- 
rates,’’ those who were in trouble because 
of violations of French maritime regula- 
tions, and those who were simply short 
of money. 

He kept American colleges informed 
on the subjegts of scientific discavery 
and speculation, curious books and learn- 
ed theories. Agricultyral societies he 
supplied with new seeds, plants, nutg and 
valuable suggestions. The heavy upland 
rice which became such a bigssing to 
Georgia and South Carolina, was grown 
from seed which he brought away from 
Italy tin his overcoat pocket. The gicrious 
protective principle made it a crime to 
export the rough rice from its native 
home, and Thomas Jefferson, in the in- 
terests of _ humanity, became a smuggler. 
The world his country, to-do good his 
religion, he, like Thomas Paine, carried 
his benevolence wherever he went. and, 
just as we find him making efforts to con- 
fer benefits upon America, we see him do- 
ing the same_thing for Europe. The pe- 
can nut is one of our great natural 
sources of wealth—a fact that we, even at 
this day, are onlg beginning to realize. 
Mr. Jefferson axzzreciated {it more than 
a hundred years ago; and he introduced 
it into France, James Madison sending 
him the nuts. He was interested in all 
sorts of useful inventions, and his cor- 
respondents at home were kept informed 
of whatever he learned. From Herschel's 
discovery of double stars to Watt’s suc- 
cess with the steam engine, from the new 
French theory about the rainbow to the 
screw-propeller which a Parisian had just 
invented, he was on the alert, quick to 
investigate and to report results to his 
friends across the water. 

James Bruce, the celebrated trayeler, 


explored? Africa in search of the source’ 


of the Nile, escaping dangers of every 
description—fever, drowning, starvation, 
attack of wild man and beast, potson- 
ous serpent and ravenous crocodile—to 
come home at last and meet death in a 
tumble down the steps of his own 
house. 

Something like the irony of this fate be- 
fell Mr. Jefferson. While casually stroll- 
ing with a friend one day near Paris, 
this athlete who could masterthe spirit- 
ed horse, and the frail boat, and escape 
unhurt from a headlong gallqap down his 
mountain, or from a darjng venture across 
the swollen current of a mountain stream, 
fell to the ground and broke his wrist. 

Awkward, but stoical, he grasped the 
wounded right hand with his left, made 
no sign, and continued the stroll and the 
conversation. That evening he made the 
usual entries In those account books, us- 
ing the left hand. But the injury was 
serious. It gave him great pain, and he 
never recovered the full us4 of the hand. 
Thus, writing became very laborious to 
him, and much of it from that time was 
done with his left hand. 

Mr. Jefferson states that he continued 
his violin practice up to the breaking out 
of the revolution. His Diographer, Henry 
S. Randall thinks he did not eygtirely 
quit fiddling until this fracture of his 
wrist. 

In spite of Mr. Jefferson's positive 
statement that he ‘“‘never took up” his 
violin after the revolution broke out, 
Mr. Randall carries him on to the ac- 
cident in France; but positively puts an 
end to it then. In defiange of both Jef- 
ferson and Randall, Mr. William Eleroy 
Curtis keeps Jeffergon fiddling with his 
stiff! wrist all through his term of secre- 
tary of state, and holds him to HM even 
while he ip president. 

A most remarkable composer of true 
biographies is Mr. Curtis, to be sure. 

Perhaps, it was while Jefferson was 
playing with a stiff wrist that he made 
the reputation of which Mr, Curtis said 
he had—of being the sorriest fiddler in 
Virginia. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

The learned Parisian doctors advised 
the sufferers to drink the waters of Aix. 
Mr. Jefferson was himself something of 
a@ surgeon—could set a broken limb and 
tie up an artery—and we cannot but 
think he wished to travel for the sake 
of traveling, else he would not have gone 
to such a distance to drink water for a 
bruised wrist. 

Whatever his motive, he set forth 
upon his travels, drank water at Aix for 
a while, derived no benefit therefrom, 
and resumed his light wines as he con- 
tinued his journey. The diary in which 
he recorded his experience indicates that 
he was not one of those who go about 
merely to look at houses and trees, rivers 
and mountains. He studied the people. 
He wanted to know how they lived, what 
kind of food they ate and beds they 
slept on, what sort of work was d@ne, 
and what wages were pald. He entered 
their homes, lolled upon their <cots; 
peeped into their pots, pried with tongue 
and spied with eye, in the most pragycah. 
prosaic, uncomfortable manner, 

Delighted with his saccess, he wrote to 
Lafayette that if he really wished to 
know the condition of his own people he, 
the marquis, must do what he, the 
American minister, was then doing—he 
must go into the huts of the poor and 
see for himself just how they lived. 

That the French jeasantry were 
wretchedly poor, degraded, squalid and 
ignorant to a shameful] degree is true—a 
truth which is disgraceful to the system 
of king rule and priest rule which had 
so long held them in absolute subjec- 
tion. Mr. Jefferson’s opinion was that 
nineteen million of the twenty million 
cl of France were in a worse con- 
ditjon than Pe most abject victims of 


' master they must pay 
; heil 


a drunken man in France. His sympathy 
with the down-trodden nineteen millions 
was profound; his indignation against the 
one million oppressors was hot and bit- 
ter. 

No words were strong enough to con- 
demn the heartless rulers who had en- 
slaved and brutalized the masses In order 
that the privileged few might revel in 
riches beyond the limits of healthy, ra- 
tional desire, 

‘To Washington, Monroe and others he 
wrote in most contemptuous terms of the 
besotted kings, the reckless, selfish no- 
bles, the cruel inequalities and injustice 
of the old word system; but his tone is 
always that of a statesman deepened in 
convictions which he had long held. 

His repeated cry jis: “If you want to 
fully appreciate the blessings of our 
democracy, come over here and see what 
the other thing is! Come and gaze upon 
these swinish kings, these queens who 
madly gamble; these nobles who shirk 
every duty, plunder the tax payers and 
live riotous$y on the spoils; these priests 
who are as greedy as the peers and as 
corrupt! Come and gaze upon the toilers 
of the land, those who feed and clothe 
and serve their masters, living in huts 
not fit for horse or cow; keeping body 
and soul together on food not govd 
enugh for a decent dog! Look at their 
rags, their starved faces and forms! 
Their minds eve blank; they have had no 
schools. Ignorant, superstitious, well- 
nigh bestial, they have lost <ll conception 
of government; and their religion is 4 
meaningless form. To them the state 
means a master they mast pay or be 
damned here on earth; the church is a 
or be damned in 
hereafter. Behold in France _ the 
ripened harvest of the system! A dull, 
coarse-mannered king whose rapture Is 
to slaughter tame birds and deer; a 
queen who is _ frivolous, headstrong, 
haughty and devoted to gambling; a no- 
bility which is rotten to the very core; 
a church Which crucifies-its savior every 
day in the week; a peasantry which has 
never known a kind word or deed from 
those who are its self-constituted shep- 
hetds—a peasantry which has never 
known its masters save in the taxes 
which plundered and the déscriminations 
which, heavy as a yoke, cut like a 
lash!” 

Washington, pleasantly engaged in re- 
habitating Mount Vernon, could not real- 
ize what Jefferson witnessed in France For 
this reason, as well as others, he could 
never sympathize with the French revo- 
lution, 

In al) the earlier stages of that mighty 
movement Mr. Jefferson was as openly a 
friend of the reformers as his position 
allowed. 
with Necker, the minister of mild reform, 
He knew that noble-minded greamer, Con- 
dorcet, who was to sac¥ifice himself in 
the effort to uplift his fellowmtan; and he 
was in closest touch with‘ardent Lafay- 
etie. 

Jeffer8on's mansfon wag common ground 
upon which the reform ‘leaders could 
meet to adjust their differences; and they 
sometimes embarrassed<him by the free- 
dom with which they used it. 

The French ministers to whom Jefferson 
explanation not only took no of- 
fense, but, in effect. expressed the hope 
that these reformers might continue to 
have the benefit of Jefferson's wise, con- 
servative advice. 

That he was conservative is shown 
by the plan of compromise between the 
king and the liberal nobles which he 
suggested. Let the monarch come for- 
ward with a character in which he should 
grant liberty of the person, of the con- 
science, and of the press; trial by jury; 
a representative legislature to meet an- 
nually and control taxation; and a minis- 
try responsible to the people. 

Unfortunately, the king was controlled 
by a party which refused concession; 


made 


| while the reformers were dominated by 


a faction which demanded more than Jef- 
ferson outlined. No compromise could 
be made; and the revolution rolled on. 

Having seen for himself the miserable 
condition of the French peasantry, the 
interest with which Mr. Jefferson regaré- 
ed the opening scenes of the revolution 
may bé imagined. 

He saw the notables called together, the 


| high heads of church and state. He saw 
cling to their privileges, refusing , 


them 
to yield anything. They were prosperous, 
they considered the system a glorious sys- 
tem. It hag been good for their fathers; 
it was good efough for them. Surrender 
their privileges. Give up feudal dues! 
Tax themselves! Grant relief to the peas- 
ants!—never in the world. 

The high heads go as they eame, very 
high indeed. 

But something must be done. The king 
needs money. And the people, so it is 
said, are on the point of starvation. The 
states general is called, and Mr. Jefferson 
attends the opening scene. He witnesses 
the preliminary struggle over the ques- 
tion of one general assembly where each 
deputy shall have one vote, or three sep- 
arate assembles where any one chamber 
can veto the action of the other. A vital 
issue—for~ the assembly of the nobles 
would veto the acts of the commons, even 
if the assembly of the higher clergy did 
not. Mr. Jefferson is there when the 
roya)] sitting is held, and when the king 
in person commands the deputies to sepa- 
rate into three houses; there when depu- 
ties remain after the king has gone; there 
when Mirabeqy thunders his famous re- 
fusal to get out. 

He is deep in the counsels of the re- 
formers all along here. King—bearding 
is a pastime he is fond of; he has beard- 
ed a king before. Tradition says that 
it was he who advised the commons to 
declare themselves the assembly, leaving 
it to the other two classes to say. whether 
they would join or not. (1) 

He is present at the very first collision 
between the people and the troops; he is 
there when the Bastille ig stormed—there 
when the glory head of poor old De Lan- 
nay—from the end of a _ pike—stares 
upon the wild multitudes of Paris. Mr. 
Jefferson is in Paris when the king 1s 
brought from Versailles to have the badge 
of revolution pinned in his coat and its 
wotchwords practiced on his lips. He is 
there on that memorable night in August 
when feudalism is offered up as burnt 
offering, tO appease the wrath of gods 
and men. Sages take their places to 
write a constitution for the new France; 
and they invite Mr. Jefferson to be pres- 
ent and to help—an invitation which flat- 
ters, but which must be declined. All 
the time that he js heart and soul with 
the reformers, he utges them not to at- 
tempt too much now. Leave something 
to time. By demanding too much you 
may lose all. Go slow.

tion. He is an authority—a soldier in the 
sacred cauge of civil liberty whose lau- 
rels are stil] fresh. 

Barnave, who was not afraid to cross 
swords even with Mirabeau, is to be seen 
at Jefferson's table; also De Lameth; 
also Duport; also Mounier. We know 
that Jefferson was familiar with such 
men as Montmorin and Necker, such 
women as Madame Houditot, De Tesse, 
and Necker’s brilliant daughter; but did 
he know the angular, sharp-faced mem- 
ber from Arcis, Robespierre? Did he ever 
chance to discuss science with Dr. Jean 
Paul Marat? Did he ever hear thunder- 
ing at the Palais Royal the burly Dan- 
ton? 

We know what he thought of the ora- 
tory of Mirabeau—life is bountiful when 
it permits the same man to hear both 
Patrick Henry and Mirabeau. 

We know that he was acquainted with 
the Girondin Condorcet, and that he 
gave to Brisset, another Girondin, a let- 
ter of introduction to Madison; but did 
he ever meet the lofty-minded patriot, 
Louvet, a third Girondin, whose book of 
“Chevallier Faublas” (so detested by 
Thomas Carlyle) deals largely with the 
adventures of the Count Pulaski, who 
gave his life for us at Savannah? 

Among the young nobles whom he met 
in his social rounds did he happen to 
know the gallant Viscount Beauharnais, 
and the gay wife of the same—sweet- 
faced, soft-yoiced, artfully artless Jo- 
sephine?

Questions like these naturally occur to 
the mind, but they cannot be answered. 
Owing to the bungling work of a crude 
letter-press all of Mr. Jefferson's letters, 
at the most interesting period of his stay 
in France, are unreadable. 


CHAPTER XXXII. 

Mr. Jefferson upon his arrival in Paris 
had placed his daughter, Martha, in a 
convent school. The other two he left in 
Virginia with their aunt, Mrs. Eppes. 
The youngest, Lucy, died soon after her 
father reached France, being about 2 
years old at the time. In 1787 Mary Jef- 
ferson joined her father and her sister 
in Paris, and was also placed in the 
convent school. Martha is described as 
being tall and elegant, with a calm, 
sweet face, stamped with thought and 
earnestness: She was modest; she was 
both gentle and genial; and she possessed 
fine natural talents which she was faith- 
efforts te improve. Her tem- 
per Was sunny; extremes were unknown 
to her; the elevation of her father never 
elated her unduly; and the misfortunes 
which came upon him, and upon her, 
could not break her spirit. “The noblest 
woman in Virginia.’’ So saiq John Ran- 
dolph, of Roanoke, who did not love her 
for Ner father’s sake. . 

Mary Jefferson is said ta have been 
beautiful ™ form and face, like her 
mowner. “‘A finer child of her age I never 
saw,’ wrote Mrs. John Adams, who kept 
the girl a while in London till Mr. Jef. 
ferson could send for her. ‘“‘She was the 
favorite of every one in the house.’ She 
was one of those impulsive, warm and 
clinging children whose throne is a fath- 
er’s Knee, and who must run to him with 
every beautiful flower it has found, every 
beautiful picture it sees in the books; one 
who must rush to his arms for consola- 
tion when its little griefs come and weep 
its way to comfort on his breast. 

Mr. Jefferson had been enjoying the 
freedom and advantages of his position 
so much that he came near making a 
grave mistake with his oldest daughter. 
He forgot how long she had been at the 
convent unti] one morning fn 1789 he re- 
ceived a note from her !n which she 
asked his permission to become a nun.

In the gpring of 1788 Mr. Jefferson went 
to Amsterdam to concert with Mr. Adams 
some plan to satisfy the hungry creditors 
of the United States. Traveling in his 
own carriage, sing post horses, he pass- 
ed, through Valenciennes, Brussels, Ant- 
warp, Rotterdam and The Hague. Mr. 
Adams joined him heré, and they proceed- 
ed in company to Amsterdam, where they 
got rid of the o]d debts by the compara- 
tively familiar device of making a new 
one. Mr. Adams having executed -bonds 
to the amount of a million florins subject 
to the approval of congress, the. ministers 
separated, and Mr. Jefferson extended his 
journey up the Rhine, visiting Cologne, 
Frankfort, Heldelburg, Manheim, Carls- 
ruhe and Strasburg, he returned to Paris 
by way of the Marne. 

At the time Mr. Jefferson aceepted the 
diplomatic mission, he had supposed that 
his absence from home would not be 
long. Two years was the length of his 
term of office. But when congress nomi- 
nated him to the position made vacant by 
Dr. Franklin his stay had prolonged itself 
five years. 

It was important that he should return 
home for at least a few months. His pri- 

vate business. required it; his family af- 
fairs required it. 

Not ttil August, 1789,. did he receive no- 
tice of the desired leave of absence, and 
it was November, 1789, when he and his 
daughters reached Norfolk. They jour- 
neyed toward home leisurely, for it was 
not till Christmas was almost upon them 
that they reached Monticello. 

In Richmond, where the legisfature was 
in session, his loyal friend, Edmund Ran- 
dolph, met him at the head of a deputation 
from the house to welcome him home and 
present congratulatory resolutions. (1) 
Making suitable reply Mr. Jefferson con- 
tinued his journey, till he reached the 
home of Mr. Eppes, his brother in law, 
where he spent some days. 

As his carriage at length drew near 
Monticello two days before Christmas, 
everybody on the place came streaming 
down the road to meet him. 

The negroes were in a state of excite- 
ment, which grew as they waited; and 
when at length they cawght sight of his 
carriage they broke into shouts of wel- 
come, They whooped, they laughed, they 
cried—they couldn't keep hands off. They 
must take hold of something, somewhere! 
Traces were undone, horses taken out, 
Stout slaves caught hold, and in spite of 
all the master could do, the negroes 
rush up hill with the carriage, some pull- 
ing in front, some pushing behind, some 
keeping at the whells till the level ground 
wes reached at the top; and old master 
was at home again! 

The door was plucked open and Mr. 
Jefferson was caught up in strong arms 
and ‘“‘toted’’ into the house in the midst 
of a delirium of enthusiastic joy, which 
passed from the kissing of his hands to 
the kissing of his feet. 

Bright shone the lights at Monticello 
that night; and late was the hour, no 
doubt, when the sounds of gladness died 
away and sleep enwrapped the place— 
“big house,’’ quarters and all. And after 
everybody else had gone to bed and every 
other candle was out, we have not the 
slightest doubt that the home-coming 
statesman softly opened the secret draw- 
er, in the private cabMet, touched rever- 
ently the souvenirs of the dead wife, who 
had always greeted his return before, 
and in the loneliness of the house where 
all but he slumbered, the old ‘‘wounds 
which have bled enough’’ 
more and bled again.

peal to the imagination. But when one 
looks upon the fountains from whence 
the Danube flows, when one gazes down 
into the feeble beginnings of the Nile, the 
Amazon or the Mississippi, the feeling 
must be altogether different. So it is 
governments of the 
world. The origin of the average estab- 
lishment awakes no especial curiosity, 
challenges no especial investigation; but 
when we come to deal with such a re- 
public as that which our fathers built, 
so novel and so great, the remote sources 
from whence it drew the blood and breath 
ef life to become intensely interesting. 

Whose was the original idea, whose the 
plan? Who first unfurled its standards 
and fought its early ‘battles? Whence 
came the form of our republic and whence 
the spirit? 

The Puritan says, “It was I who led 
the way, planted the principle, developed 
the idea, gave it strength and shape, 
caused its triumph. Plymouth Rock is 
the corner stone of American democ- 
racy.”’ 

The Cavalier says, “It was I who ven- 
tured first, suffered most, accomplished 
most. My footing here was permanent 
and secure before the Puritan wag seen; 
I had planted trial by jury, representa- 
tive government. and local sovereignty, 
before New England ever heard of a Pil- 
grim father. Sword in hand, I had wrest- 
ed the charter of my liberties from Great 
Britain a hundred years before the stamp 
act was heard of; and 1 was practicing 
the leading principles of democracy while 
the Puritan was hunting for witches, 
offering large rewards for Indian scalps, 
selling King Philip's s0n into slavery, 
torturing children to get eWdence against 
parents, persecuting to the death any- 
body who was not a Puritan, denying the 
right of citizenship to all who were not 
Puritans, and straining every nerve to 
establish the most repulsive théocracy 
the world every saw.” 

Such are the conténding claims of 
Puritan and Cavalier. They clash at all 
points. But the Puritan. was .quickest 
with his pen. He wrote the story to suit 
himself. The Pilgrim Father’s sketch 
was worded by his son; and its modesty 
is not its striking feature. 

When the three ships of December 19, 
1606, dropped down the Thames on their 
way to the sea, on their way to the new 
world, they flew &t their mastheads the 
flags of a new civilization, a new em- 
pire. The Discovery, the Godspded, the 
Susan Constant, with the character of 
King James I, sail away from the old 
home and steer for the western worid. 
They plant the Christian religion at 
Jamestown, established trial by jury, 
and Jonn Smith is the first man in the 
new world to be tried by his peers, and to 
have his heart leap at the blessed words 
‘not guilty.”’ 

No king, no parlament, aids these he- 
roic adventures in their struggle for ex- 
istence in vores. When swamps are 


opened once | 


cleared away, they do the work; when 
Savages assail, they do the fighting. 
King James has graciously given them a 
piece of paper, that is all. Theirs the 
risk, the danger, the toil, the misery, the 
pain of hunger and disease. Theirs the 
glory of the victory. By sheer force of 
character, hardihood and courage, “the 
soldier-ruler;” John Smith, beats down 
every Obstacle, asserts his dominion over 
the white men of his little colony and 
the red men of the wilderness, until the 
settlement of Virginia, its conquest to 
Anglo-Saxon civilization Is no longer a 
question of doubt. 

“He that will not work shall not eat!” 

Admiral John Smith! Read-headed, red- 
whiskered, short but stout apostle of 
American democracy! Who ever founded 
a republic upon a nobler principle? It is 
the “golden rule” of democracy. 

The cavaliers murmured; but they obey- 
ed. Soon it was remarked that the half 
of the colonists who were classed as 
“gentlemen” excelled the other half in 
manual] labor. 

In the year 1612 began a further prog- 
ress in republican institutions. Royal 
permission was given to the London com- 
pany which controlled Virginia to sit once 
a week in London and to hold four genera} 
courts in the year for the consideration 
Of the colonial affairs. 

Here was the creation of a democratic 
society in the very citade] of monarchy! 

The company had authority to make 
laws for Virginia, provided such laws 
were not contrary to those of Great 
Britain. What room for debate! 

We are not surprised when we re2d 
that the meetings were thronged and 
their discussions tumultous. No wonder 
that the ambassador of Spain should tel) 
King James that the Virginia courts 
were but a seminary to a séditious par- 
liament. 

In Spain the ambassador could wit. 
ness, almost any month in the year, the 
burning at the stake of some poor wretch 
who had ventured to think for himself 
on questions which kings and priests had 
declared were settled. 

In London, owing to the king’s own 
lack of foresight, leading citizens were 
hotly debating the fundamental bases 
of government, ‘Shall the will of the 
people control in the making of a law, or 
shall it be the pleasure of the king?’ 

But for that new charter the more dis- 
cussion of the question would smell rank- 
ly of treason. 

In the debate, victory was won by the 
popular party; Virginia was to have the 
essentials of free government. 

In the year 1619 (no Pilgrim Fathers yet 
in sight!) every free man in Virginia who 
chose to vote did so; and thus chose a 
representative to the general assemb'y 
at Jamestown, which began to make laws 
for the people. 

Here was the cradle of American de- 
mocracy! 

In this first of representative assemblies 
held by white men on this continent de- 
mand was made for home rule; and two 
years later that demand was expressly 
conceded. No orders of the London com- 
pany were to be binding on the colony 
‘‘unless they be ratified by the general 
assemblies” of the colony. 

This paper bears date 24th July, 
What charter of free government 
America antedates it? 

When Cromwell overturned royalty in 
England, the cavaliers of Virginia, loyal 
to church and kine, remained steadfast.

| With arms in their hands, they treated 


for peace with Cromwell's commission- 
ers. A formal compact was agreed to, 
put in writing, and signed. The eighth 
article of that treaty reads; 

“Virginia shall be free from all taxes, 
eustoms and tmpositions whatsoever. 
None shall be fmposed without the con- 
sent of the grand assembly” (fof Vir- 
ginia) “and neither forts nor castles shgll 
be erected, nor garrisons maintained 
without their consent.” 


Here was local independence! Freedom 


from taxation, freedom of trade, freedom 


from English troops and forts. Home 
rule through their own representatives. 

Is it any marvel that, after Cromwell's 
time, the minions of a restored and 
shameless king should attempt to en- 
ecroach upon the liberties which Crom- 
well had sanctioned, and that “Great re- 
bellion’’ should be the measure of Vir- 
ginia’s resistance? 

Young Nathaniel Bacon, land-owning 
cavalier, was just as true a patriot when 
he led the embattled Virginians in 1676 
as young George Washington, land-own- 
ing cavalier, was when he led them in 
1776. Home rule, civil liberty, just laws, 
good government were just as much at 
the bottom of the quarrel in the one case 
as in the other.

CHAPTDPR XXXIV. 

We have already seen how this inde- 
pendent spirit flamed up again in 1764 
and 1765, when Nathaniel Bacons, all 
over Virginia, left their farms to main- 
tain their rights. We have heard the 
orator talk, and seen the soldier arm. 
We have learned that in all the colonies 
the feeling was practically the same, 
and that nothing was needed but lead- 
ership and organization to weld separate 
committees into a confederation. 

We have seen the younger Virginians 
holding their private meetings apart 
from the more conservative members 
of the legislature; we have seen them 
agree upon the committee of correspond- 
ence whose mission it will be to knit 
the threads of continental union. 

Whose brain originated the plan? Some 
claim it for Rfthard Henry Lee, some 
for Samuel Adams, some for Jefferson. 
It is Dabney Carr who came forward 
to proclaim it, and to advocate it so 
convincingly that no opposition is heard. 

We have seen the first congress meet 
and separate, having done lUttle more 
than establish the vital fact that the 
continental congress was something more 
than a suggestion. It was a reality. 

Other congresses follow, and we see 
the beginnings of nationality. We stand 
at the headwaters. We gaze down, down 
into the little parent streams with pro- 
found interest. With what artful man- 
agement the colonies are kept in line, 
taught to keep step! With what diplo- 
macy the front ranks are made to go 


* slow till lagging patriots can be brought 


up! How careful the extremists are not 
to frighten the conservatives. Notice 
that the fiction of “your majesty’s loyal 
subjects” is maintained to the very last 
moment: and that the magic word inde- 
pendence does not slip the muzzle until 
all the‘ colonists are in line of battle, 
with George Washington in command. 
Then note the earnest reaching out 
for supports, for outside help. See the 
anxiety to protect the western flAank 
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eause. Baptists can preach, now. Quak- 
ers are human beings, now. 

The Indians come to a conference at 
Baston, Pa. Congress selects a commis- 
sion to treat with them, and Tom Paine 
is secretary. They carry a thousand 
dollars worth of presents along, to be 
put where they will do the most good. 
The conference is held in the German 
Reformed church. There is-an organ 
in this church, which is one advantage. 
We- will soothe the savage ear with mu- 
éic.. If the rural organ, primitively play- 
ed, does not reduce the red man to a 
pliable state of mind, something else 
must be tried. Rum!’ So our congres- 
sidnal committee brings along a supply 
of New England rum. Few are the In- 
dians who can resist this New England 
beverage. 

The organ sounds, the rum barrel is 
broached—we will now shake hands and 
fall take a drink, while the organist plays 
something appropriate. The official re- 
port states that “after shaking hands, 
‘drinking rum, while the organ played, we 
proceeded to business.” Wise in their 
generation were our forefathers! 

We have already seen how congress 
first denounced Great Britain for sur- 
rendering Canada to the Catholics; and 
then sent influential Catholics to enlist 
Canada against Great Britain. In vain 
Charlies Carroll of Carrollton and the 
Reverend John Carroll explain and ne- 
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were too valuable; Canadian Catholics de- 
cided to let well enough alone. No help 
could be had from the north. But in an- 
other part of the sky there was a rift in 
the cloud. France, though bound to Eng- 
land by solémn treaty, was smarting 
from the wounds Great Britain had given 
her, hungered for revenge—yet was afraid 
to strike.

Verily One’s brain evolves reflections 
when one stands at this fountain-head of 
national greatness. That was, in truth 
the commencement of the French alliance 
upon which our success was founded.

While’ French aid was coming to us 
in their roundabout way, Tom Paine pub- 
lished a statement in Philadelphia which 
let the secret out; and the French min- 
ister, Gerard, made such an outcry about 
it that congress had to denouncé it as 
false. Paine’s indiscretion was so palpa- 
ble that efforts were made to dismiss him 
from his post as foreign secretary. To re- 
lieve congress as well as himself, he re- 
signed. * i 

Dr. Franklin goes’ abroad to make 
friends for the colonies. At first he: is a 
mere private citizen, living modesfly at 
Passy, on the outskirts of Paris. He cul- 
tivates everybody and walts. Agreeable 
to the women as well as the men, to 
philosophers and politicians, to Masons 
and to Catholics, to atheists and to Cal- 
vinists, to financiers and to literary men, 
all are fish for his net. Franklin soon 
becomes the fashion, the rage; and the 
French alliance begins to walk on its 
own feet. 

A careless man with his papers and his 
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accounts ig the good Dr. Franklin. When 
he returns to America and faces a con- 
gressional committee he is found to be 
half a million dollars short. 

“How about this deficit, Dector?’ In 
answer to so natural a question the good 
doctor says:

Of Franklin’s honesty @ere could be 
no reasonable doubt; the money had 
probably been uséd in Europe as secret 
service funds are generally used.

There has been some little speculation on 
the prospects of a war with Russia, some 
predicting a world-wide war, but when 
I had watched and studied Brown for 
an hour my veréict was that there would 
be no war. I know Brown so Well that 
I am sure he would feel it in his bones 
if there was as great prospect for war 
as many would have us believe. If war 
was probable I think Brown would know 
it by instinct and he would be setting 
upon a place to hide when the conscript 
Officers come.

To stop this 
we must have people at @ distance who 
have felt the sting of congested centers 
and learned the wisdom of sticking to 
agricuiture, know and be impressed with 
the opportunity that is here in Georgia. 
We have the best country in the world 
if people only knew it. Those who shiver 
in the cold blizzards of the north ought 
to know that they could miss all this 
freezing by coming south, and those who 
sink from the intense heat of the north- 
ern summers ought to know that we 
have no such heat in Georgia—I never 


- Knew a sunstroke in the confines of 


Georgia territory. It is distressingly cold

at the north-in winter and distressingly 
and dangerously hot in summer. We 
have no such menace here, and [ want 
Strangers to understand it. Not.such as 
would come to our towns and in where 
it is already an ‘overcrowd, but, farmers, 
field hands, people with sense, ‘to know 
that farming offers the greatest oppor- 
tunity that is before us today, and the 
Sweetest peace and respectability. 

When you come south on prospective 
tours—we address this to strangers at a 
distance—don’t stop in and around the 
towns. Go out into the country among 
the country { wee acvcmi.iven Happen 
here sometimes when our associations 
are meeting at the country churches, and 
Sunday schools are joyful in the groves 
around the springs, or camp meetings are 
in blast, and then you may see the pco- 
ple just as they are. Some strangers 
have an idea that this is a lang for chills 
and fever and other malarial drawbacks, 
come and look upon the blooming heaith 
that you will find pictured in the faces 
of the assembled crowds and al] such 
thought will pass forevér. Some, only a 
few think, are foolish enough to have a 
sort of notion that Georgia is a sort of 
kuklux land when it comes to dealing 
with strangers from a distance. If you 
will come you will soon dismiss any such 
notion as that and decide that, taking 
everything together, the south is tne 
most favored land on earth and offers 
the greatest opportunity for those who 
will come to work the fields—don’t come 
if you mean to crowd the towns, unless 
you wil! crowd out our own native born 
and crowd sense enough into their heads 
to know thatathey ought to stick to the 
farm, boys, stick to the farm. This is 
my. advice, ;

SUMMER SCHOOL 
GREAT SUCCESS 


Fourteen States of the Un- 
ion Were Represented at 
Athens. 


Athens, Ga., August §.—(Spectal.)—The 
University of Georgia summer schcool, 
after a session, of six weeks, closed today, 
and the record.of the school has been one 
that has caused the management mfch 
satisfaction and has enthused al! 
friends of the instftution. 

The total registration of the unfversity 
summer school for 19% was 670. Two hun- 
dred and nine of these registered from 
Athens and Clarke county: the other 
{61 represented ninety other counties in 
Georgia, and in addition the states of 
Florida, Atubama, North Carolina, S4uth 
Carolina, Texas and Tennessee. Students 
instructors represented fourteen 
ctates In the union, togetherswith Canada. 
The children reached by the summer 
school number more than om hundred 
thousand. 

The courses of instruction were magnifi- 
cent, and thos@ who are thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the instruction offered by 
other summer schools are satisfied that 
none offered better courses of instruc- 
tion than the University of Georgia stiim- 
mer school. These courses of instruction 
were seventy-eizght in number. Instructors 
and lecturers have numbered seventy-six 
in all. Every branch of the university had 
Or was invited to have a.representative 
in the faculty. Emory was represented by 
Professor W..L. Weber, a most able in- 
structor; Mercer also was invited to have 
a representative in_ the summer school, 
Professor "W. H. Kilpatrick. 

The courses offered were attractive and 
instructive to kindérgarteners, teachers 
in private schools, ‘teachers in primary 
schools, grammer schoole, high schdéols 
and colleges, There was tnstruction here 
for every grade and ySrlety of teacher in 
Georgia. 
study, school gardening, domestic arts 
and sciences, manual training and the 
handicrafts, common school music, vocal 
music, physical culture and the profes- 
sional and academic courses altogether 
spread a bill of fare for teachers richer 
than anything ever offered before in this 
state to Georgia teachers. 

The schoo! was, even in its first year, 
an unequivocal success. Not only was 
the attendance larger than was expected, 
but attendance wpon the courses given 
was faithful on the part of the students 
and efficient on the part of the instruc- 
tors.

Has Been Away Nearly One- 
Third of His Term 


Excess Charges to the State Now 
Amount to $3,125.50—Rioting 
in Danville Blamed to In- 
ability To Find an Ex- 
ecutive Head. 


Chicago, August 7.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—Illinois, second in the roll of 
states, was caught without an official 
head at a crisis in her history, when, for 
nine hours, a howling mob paraded the 
streets of Danville, defying law and or- 
der and the authorities. The telegraph 
and telephone wires between that city 
and Springfield were kept hot with mes- 
Sages, Wut there was no response, so Il- 
linois must suffer the disgrace of another 
lynching—and one of the most brutal and 
revolting in the list. 

Governor Yates Was basking in the de- 
‘lights of Harbor Point, Mich. Actigg 
Governor Northcott was at his home 
in Greenville, Ills. Colonel Oglesby, the 
governor’s private secretary, had gone 
to Kankakee and Adjutant General Scott 
, was in Fairfield. There was not a semb- 
lance of authority left at the state cap- 
ita}, 

Finally, after the mischief had been 
done, Colone] Oglesby was’ located at a 
Chicago hotel and he and the adjutant 
gené¢tal took upon themselveg the respon- 
sibility of sending troops to the mob-rid- 
den town and the trouble came to an end. 
Meanwhile Sheriff Whitlock had restored 
something approaching ‘order, but the 
city offidals were powerless. 

State Without a Head.

When the executive officers are 
out of Springfield it is the custom to have 
affairs of the office taken care of by the 
governor's private secretary.

had orders to move up the railroud.

After each successive confinement an 
Increasing proportion of women, still of 
child-bearing age, cease to give birth to 
any more children, and the extraordinary 
condition of things has now come to pass 
that tke fertility of women who have had 
¢ two children is less than that of women 
who in 1891 had nine children. 

“There is no necessity for going into de- 
-talls, the broad facts are sufficient; but 
there is one point which has become 
overlooked by all concerned in the in- 
qury, and that is that the decline in the 
Australasian birth rate practically com- 
menced with the discouragement of over- 
sea Immigration, which was a means of 
systematically infysing fresh blood into 
Australasia, 

Many Holidays One Cause. 

"The increasing reluctance of Austra- 
lasian women to accept the responsibilities 
of maternity is traceable to several 
causes, One of the principal being the in- 
creasing love of pleasure. 

“The numerous holidays and lessened 
hours of labor have strengthened the 
popular taste for outdoor amusement, and 
weakened the feeling in favor of house- 
hold enjoyment. Then the warm sunny 
climate has a somewhat enervating effect 
on the younger population, which seems 
to pass the greater part of its existence 
in the open air. Ali this assists in loosen- 
Ing the ties of domestic life. There is too 
much holiday-making and toe little in- 
dustrial occupation. Yet professional 
agitators like Tom Mann talk of the 
slavish condition of the Australasian la- 
boring classes compared . with that of 
their English brethren. 

“Another difficulty consists In the early 
age at which Australasian children be- 
come emancipated from home _ control. 
The moment a boy and girl can earn a 
few shillings per week a start on their 
own account is made, followed by an 
early marriage, but no children. At holi- 
day time nothing is more common than 
to fnd young married couples, unencum- 
bere |! with families, taking part in excur- 
sions picnics, and other forms of al fres- 
co enjoyment. Where there are families 
most of the parents appear of middle age. 

Labor Party Is Blanted., 

“How wil) it all end? Here is a country 
capable of supporting the whole surplus 
population of the British isles and of 
reontinental Europe, yet possessing fewer 
residents than the British metropolis, and 
ever seeking to become encircled by a 
wall to exclude the myriads ready to as- 
sist in tilling the hungry acres and de- 
velop the teeming mines. 

“The great want of the commonwealth 
is population, without which there can 
be no material advancement; yet, In the 
face of a rapidly declining bifth rate, the 
federal government, in its fear of’ the 
hostility of the labor party, dare not 
open the door to willing imm‘grants, even 
from the mother country. The worst of it 
is that the states are powerless in the 
matter. 

“If Queensiand wants a few hundred 
agricultural laborers she cannot have 
them without the consent of the federal 
government. The states, in blindly accept- 
ing federation without proper safeguards, 
have virtually parted with. their birth- 
rights for a mess of pettage. Yet, how 
different was everything a few years azo. 

“Then the burthén of the song was in- 
creasing population, expanding fndustrial 
resources, and rapidly growing resources: 
but then the labor party, with its love 
of extravagant public expenditure and 
restrictive industrial legislation, had not 
possession of the reins of power.”

get schooling and better opportunities 
for the children dependent upon them. 
‘An infusion of such people, accustom- 
ed to labor and willing to do so when 
paid fairly will be for the benefft of 
the community and its women-eraploy- 
ing enterprises. It would open new 
doors of hope to those who firfd life 
hard and hazardous on the farms and 
in the mountain cabins and inauguratsa 
a new field of ambition for hundreds 
who would prepare to follow on to ‘the 
city and its workshops as the demand 
for their work expands. 

It is to be hoped that this call for 
working women wil finfl its way to 
the homes of humdreds who are now 
but existing upon the scant returns 
of their rural life and labors and bring 
them hither to newer and more hope- 
ful situations.

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A State Board of Health. 

The passage by the house of the 
bill to establish a state board of health 
is another instance of the wise legis- 
lation performed up to date by the 
present general assembly. 

In the great whirl of modern life 
and with Georgia located in its center, 
so far as the south is concerned, we 
are exposed to many perils of disease 
strewn on the winds by the passing 
millions, many of whom are hunting 
in Florida, or the southwest, or the 
tropics, ameliorations for their afflic- 
tions. 

We are the possessors also of a 
largely gregarious population, wholly 
innocent of sanitary knowledge and 
dumb to all counsels concerning 
health-conserving conditions. In a 
large area of the state any one of 
them is a convenient and receptive 
perch for any old microbe of yellow 
fever, smallpox or bubonic plague that 
might sail up from the Spanish main

to decimate our population, as the 
palm-climbers with their smokeless 
powder ravaged the ranks of our 
troops in Cuba. 

The creation of the state board of 
health will prove an unmixed blessing 
to the state and we feel we voice 
public sentiment in congratulating 
the general] assembly upon the pros- 
pect of the passage of this valuable 
act, for the action of the house will, 
no doubt, soon receive the concurfence 
of the senate, 
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The Retirement of Miles. 

Yesterday Lieutenant General Miles 
sheathed his sword for the last time 
in the active service of the army. He 
goes into retirement and Major Gen- 
eral Young succeeds him, only to give 
up the office of commander in chief of 
the army next Saturday and become 
chief of the general staff. 

Concerning General Miles and his 
past services to the nation it is diffi- 
cult to speak acceptably from the 
southern point of view. The case is 
peculiar. The southern  people’s 
knowledge of Miles was during his 
command of Fortress Monroe, while 
ex-President Jefferson Davis was a 
prisoner in one of its casemates, 
That knowledge of him is associated 
with acts of inhumanity and brutality 
which have never been successfully 
justified and which the people of the 
south, ordinarily generous to a fault, 
have never forgotten.

How its prevalence 
and perfumes appeal with equal deli- 
ciousness-and poetic inspiration to the 
western barbarian who takes his pig: 
iron practical self into that Oriental 
paradise! 

But for Georgia what could =e more 


‘in harmony with and more expressive 


of the cultura] effects and prosperous 
conditions of our life than the rich 
and sweetly prophetic blossoms of the 
peachtree. It has become the pet of 
our people and thousands of busy 
hands are now picking fts golden yield 
and planting more millions of young 
trees to become the faithful fortune- 
makerg of our posterity. 

A few days ago Hon. E. B. Heard, 
of Elbert county, whence the famous 
“Elberta” takes its name, shipped a 
carload of crated peaches to Philadel- 
phia, netting him over $1,600. Trees 
are yielding six crates to the tree at 
$2.50 per crate, or $15 per each tree 
of the 135 that occupy an acre. A 
hundred acres of such trees stand 
to produce a crop worth $200,000 an- 


Wherever the rotund, yellow-skin- 
ned, red-cheeked “Elberia” goes it 
wins the admiration and tempts the 
taste of all beholders. It is giving 
the Georgia crop a popularity that ex- 
ceeds any ever enjoyed by’ the 
peaches of Delaware or those of south- 
ern California. Our soils are splen- 


| didly adapted by nature to produce 


these beautiful irdn-endowed peaches 
with loveliness and lasting qualities 
especially fitting them for long ship- 
ment, 

Our crop this year promises to ex- 
ceed in volume and profits that of any 
other state in the union and the pros- 
pect ahead promises crops that in 
given years will net a greater gross in- 
come to the state than our staple cot- 
ton crop. And when that day comes 
we will be able to say Georgia is 
“a peach,” her lovely girls are peaches, 
her chiefest product is the peach and 
her state flower on loyal lapels and 
carried in every patriotic corsage is 
the peach-blow! 
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University Summer School. 

The 1903 session of the university 
summer school for teachers has been 
a splendid success from every point of 
view. Eighty-six courses of instruc- 
tion were offered for selection and the 
teachers generally made wise choice 
of those studies most germane to 
their actual work and in which they 
felt the need of more helpful knowl- 
edge. Financially the scMool prosper- 
ed and closes with a surplus for the 
work of 1904. 

Superintendent Branson and his able 
corps of colleagues have wrought a 
work in the establishment of this 
school that is of immeasurable value. 
The state schools will feel the im- 
pulses from it through the freshened 
enthusiasms and efficiencies the at- 
tendant teachers will take back to 
their humble fields of labor, but from 
each of them may be stimulated 
germs that will hereafter equip the 
state with powerful patriots, wise 
legislators and good governors, or men 
of gCience and skill who will do deeds 
to transform the old lamps of past 
processes into new lamps of search- 
light power and world-illumination.

Washington’s lodging place in Bos- 
ton burned over his head as the 
Charlestown convent was conflagrat- 
ed, or to see him tarred, feathered and 
lashed as wag a white man. at Marion, 
in Massachusetts, not many months 
ago! 

This Boston sotto vocism on the 
Booker Washington mild. embruit re- 
calls to us that there is one problem 
in psychology that even the Boston

It would take a 
charge of dynamite to drive into the 
Boston brain that the Booker Wasbh- 
ington incident is a direct and logical 
outcome of the unnatural and und;vine 
maleducation that Boston has cram- 
med into the undiscriminating heads 
of its negro population,. Boston has 
coerced the negro into believing that 
he is a special greation of God and 
that it is his divine right to be cod- 
dled, deferred to and yielded a supe- 


‘Tior respect because his skin is black. 


Phat fact is his chief credential >to 
unlimited social and political * prefer- 
ments. 

The Boston treatment of. Booker 
Washington could have happened only 
in the north. The safest place for 
him, as for all other respectable and 
sensibly ambitious colored men, is in 
the south. 

Nerthern Self-Effaced Voters. 

Nearly one-third of all the males of 
voting age in the United States do not 
appear in the last presidential election 
returns. The total‘ vote in 1900 was 
13,959,653, while the total males of vot- 
ing age was 20,829819. From which 
it figures that 6,870,166 of the latter 
were either disfranchised or indiffer- 
ent to and neglected their electoral 
duty. And if you will deduct from 
that last sum the entire number of 
negroes of voting age in the forty-five 
states, being 2,026,851, you get 4,843.- 
315 white males of voting age who 
were effaced by law and by their own 
act frem the returns, or nearly two 
and a half times the total number of 
possible negro voters in the entire 
union. 

It would be interesting to know why 
it is that in a section of the union 
where the right to vote is looked upon 
as “the chief end of man,” to forage 
on the shorter catechism, so many of 
the manhood suffragans of those states 
fail to get to the ballot box in such an 
all-important election as that of 1900, 
when “McKinley, the gold standard 
and prosperity” were all in the balance 
against “Bryan, half-dollar dollars and 
the national doldrums.” 

For instance, the esteemed Portland 
Argus might tell us why in Maine, 
with 217,633 manhood suffragans, only 
105,720 got to the polls and a majority 
—111,943—failed to make connection 
with the sacrament of freedom at the 
ballot boxes? | 

Likewise, the more esteemed Spring- 
field Republican might throw the 
search-light of its always reliable il- 
lumination upon the reason why 414,- 
801 Massachusetts manhooders threw 
ballots, when there were 843,465 of} 
them in the state? On what pleas did 
a majority of them, or to be exact, 
428,664, stay away from the polling 
booths, as much das to say “the coun- 
try be d—d!” - 

With the same enlightening gener- 
osity the Hartford Courant could ex- 
plain why of 280,340 votables in Con- 
nectictit only 180,118 actually voted 
and 100,222 went fishing or using their 
toes for clam-rakes? | 

The Evening Post could get busy 
with the facts in the New York case 
where 620,624 eligibles did not partic- 
ipate in “the solemn duty.” The Phil- 
adelphia Press could easily help us 
to a knowledge of the wherefore of 
644,029 Pennsylvanians counted in the 
state’s voting population failing to an- 
swer to the Quay roll-calls at the bal- 
lot boxes. And The Cleveland Leader 
could tell why 172,150 Ohio howlers for 
the right of the negro to manhood suf- 
frage did not thunder in the election 
returns? 

Those six states showed up short of 
2,079,632 votes, or 52,781 more than 
all the negro votes in the United 
States, north and south. Tfese, there- 
fore, are interesting and important 
statistics. In the general search for 
an agreeable arrangement of the suf- 
frage problem in general it is quite 
needful to have the explanations we 
now call for and we trust our nominat- 
ed contemporaries will not delay tak- 
ing the stand to tell the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth! 


The Tail of the Ticket.

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LOOKING UPON THE CITY AS A" 


BUSINESS CORPORATION 


By LAURENCE, MINOT, Chairman Boston Siatistics Department. 


© realize the part which city gov- 
ernment plays in our daily life, it is 
\-well to consider the reason for its 
existence and the nature of its functions. 
It is the earliest example of that ‘“com- 
munity of interest’ of which wé have re- 
eently heard so much. When two or more 
people are gathered together there exist 
common needs. These needs may be 
roughly divided into two clasges: First, 
the need of things to be. used in common, 
and, second, the need of things to be used 
by each person separately. Things used 
in common, euch as roads, courts of jus- 
tice, police protection, street lights, are 
provided by the town or city government. 
Things which all need, but which each 
uses separately, such as fuel, groceries, 
clothing, are supplied by private enter- 
prise. If these are grouped into (1) those 
which must be. paid for by general con- 
tribution, and- (2) those which must be 
paid for by the individual whose needs 
are filled, it will be seen that thé group- 
ing is not materially different from that 
first suggested. It would be impracticable 
for each citizen to pay for the street 
lights only when he used them, or to con- 
tribute to the policeman’s salary only 
when he needed protection. It would 
ecarcely accord i our ideas that there 
should be a g tax for living ex- 
penses, and that each man should help 
himself from the common stock of gro- 
eeries, clothing and fuel. 

Broadly speaking, therefore, the funce- 
tion of government is to supply those 
things which are used in common, and 
which mut be paid for by general con- 
tribution Sous things fall inevitably into 
this class and be the government good or 
bad, it is the only agency which can sup- 
ply them. But the majority of our wants, 
as, for insiance, schools, water supply, 
bridges, ifbraries, hospitals, can be sup- 
piled in some measure by private enter- 
prise. If the government is wisely and 


} rare instances is it adequately rewarded: 
There is literally no office in the gift of 
the city capable of permanently attract- 
ing any man of unusual ability, In com- 
parison with the opportunities offered in 
private life. I have intimated that we 
should be glad to choose our city coun- 
cils from among the directors of our 
leading corporations. Perhaps I should 
qualify this statement, for while these 
men bring to the positions they now oc- 
cupy a special training and experience, 
they are ignorant of city affairs, and this 
ignorance would be felt in many ways if 
they were entrusted with the administra- 
iton of them. What we ought to do is to 
make the conditions of employment in 
public life such that the best of our 
young men would be attracted to it, in 
preference to private employment, and 
such as would enable them to receive that 
special experience and training fn the af- 
fairs of government which would fit them 
in time for the higher positions. 
Whoever is minded to invest in a pri- 
vate corporation looks first to the men 
who are to manage it, and next to the 
condition of its assets and  Habilities. 
What do we know of public assets and 
llabilities. There may be a few men in 
Boston, for instance, who know what the 
debt of the city amounts to, but they are 
only a few. and they are not agreed about 
it. There is probably no one, in the city 
government or out of it, who knows what 
the city’s assets are, what they cost, or 
what they are worth. The streets, sewers, 
parks, buildings and other property of 
the city represent the plant which is 
necessary for the community life of a 
certain number of people. The cost of 
the plant needed for a city of one, tWo or 
five hundred thousand people should be as 
accurately known as the cost of the ma- 
chinery necessary to manufacture one, 
two or five hundred thousand people. The 
cost of increasing the plant should be as 
accurately known, and it should be 


prudently administered, it can supply 
these wants far better and far more eco- 
nomically than private enterprise. Es- 
sentially, therefore, the city government 
is a labor saving machine—qn agency, 
whose reason for being is the economy it 
affords. Even a bad machine saves us 
something. Let us make it a good ma- 
chine, nay more, a perfect machine, and 
immediately its fields of usefulness will 
broaden in proportion to the saving it 
effects: Good government lies at the 
foundation of our industrial activity and 
of our personal comfort. 

It is our business to inquire if we have 
built this foundation with the same 
thoroughness, if we maintain and protect 
it with the same care, as we have built 
and as we maintain the superstructure 
of private enterprise. Let us examine 
and compare our standards and our effi- 
ciency in public and in private enterprise. 
It is a generally accepted fact that a pri- 
vate corporation to be successful must 
be managed by able and honest men, 
must pursue a wise and far-reaching po!- 
icy, must avail itself of every resource 
of science, experience and study and of 
those economies which are onty possible 
for those who build on a large scale and 
with an eye to the future. Can we say 
that our cities are managed by able and 
efficient men? Compare, on the one hand, 
the directors of our leading banks, rail- 
roads, telephone or manufacturing com- 
panies; on the other hand the members 
of our city councils. Of the one we can 
say that they are picked mén, of estab- 
lished reputation, thorough training and 
liberal education, the leading.men of the 
community. Which of us would not De 
glad to elect our citv councils from 
among these men? Which of us would 
for a moment consider choosing the di- 
rectors of these private corporations from 
among the members of our city councils? 
Yet the existence of the city is a neces- 
sary preliminary to the life of these cor- 
porations, and the wise conduct of city 
affairs is an integral part of the wise 
conduct of private enterprises. 


Consider, again, the executive depart- 
ments. In a4 private corporation, the 
great mass of employees are chosen for 
their éfficilency, are paid the full velue 
of their services, and above all, are rea- 
sonably sure that good and faithful work 
will be recognized and adequately re- 
warded. In the city, employees are too 
often chosen for other reasons than fit- 
ness, are often paid more than the fair 
value of their services, and, what is per- 
haps worse, the good men are paid much 
less than they could obtain in private po- 
gitions, Good and faithful-work is by no 
means always recognized, and only in 


known, too, to What extent it Is wise 
to build for the future. The. difference 
of cost due to advantages or disadvan- 
tages of location or due to the increasing 
complexity of life in large cities, should 
be known as accurately. The cost of 
maintenance of each department in every 
city of the country, having regard to the 
service rendered, should be so well known 
us to be axiomatic, and the expense in 
one city should be comparable with that 
in every other. We should know lew 
much is sayed to the community by 
every public service rendered, and the cosy, 
of this service should ‘so well ap- 
portioned as to fall on those who effect 
the saving. But of.all these matters we 
are profoundly ignorant.

In the keen competition of business we 
cannot afford to neglect any elemeny of. 
success or of economy. I submit that 
the administration of our city affairs is a 
part and a fundamental! part, of the ad- 
ministration of every private business in 
that city, and that our fallure to secure 
honest, thcrough and sciexytific administra- 
tion of city affairs; our failure to secure 
low taxation and efficient servicé, 1s 4 
constant drain on our resources, the ex- 
tent of which we underestimate only be- 
cause we are familiar with it. 

One thing which tends to obscure the 
importance of the problem is that we 
limit our view to the city in which we 
live. If our taxes are high; if the public 
money is wasted; if our streets are con- 
gested; if our property is inadequately 
protected from fire, we are handicapped, 
it is true: but our neighbor is equal]ly s0,_ 
Our competitor across the street is as. 
badly handicaped as we are., It {is only 
when we enlarge our horizon when we 
come into competition with other com- 
munities—that we realize our position. 
Then the contrast becomes striking, and 


instantly we realize that the merchant 
and the manufacturer, seeKing a place 
to establish his business, takes these 
things into account; that the working 
man, Seeking a place to work and to livs 
in, takes these things into account, and 
that in very truth they are the founda- 
tion and prerequisite of ous prosperity. 

I predict that those “captains of in- 
dustry” who are first to realize that the 
public business is their business; that 
they must take hold of it and manage it 
with a single eye to the ypeiblic good; that 
they must bring it to their highest stand- 
ards of ability, honesty and wisdom, wil 
outdistance their competitors who are 
willing to leave the city to the politicians 
so long as things are not too*bad and 
taxes are not too high.

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Prominent Railroad Man Tells 
of Efforts To Be 


VETERANS ARE A POWER 
WW THIS CLASS OF WORK 


Big Results Are Expected, and Be‘- 
terment of Labor Conditions 
Will Be One of the Good 
Resui-s To Be Accom- 
plished. 


One of the sneiabnent men of Atlanta's 
railroad world had this to say to @ 
representative of The Constitution in re- 
gard to the matter of turning at least 
a part of the tide of immigration from 
the north and west into this territory. 

“I have been giving the subject much 
careful attention,’” he began, ‘‘and I am 
very glad to talk to you and tell of some 
of.the conclusions which | have reached 
in the matter. As I have gone over the 
field of immigration to the south, it 
seems to me that what has been written 
has been too general. For that reason 
l want to be rather specific and I should 
very much like to talk especially to the 
members of the United Confederate Vete- 
rans through the columns of The Con- 
stitution. 

“That this organization is a tremend- 
OUS power no one can dispute. We of 
the railroad world know this very well, 
and the one-cent rate per mile given to 
the old soldiers is lower than that which 
can be secured by any other organization 
in the country. But there is not only 
the sentimental side to be thought of 
ir. connection with the union, but the 
practical as well. 

“In the first place these men have 
proved their devotion to the best in- 
terests of the south on battle flelds, and 
I believe they are as ready to fight for 
those same interests in these piping 
times of peace. If the United Confede- 
rate Veterans would only take up this 
matter of immigration as an organiza- 
tion, I feel sure that the very best future 
of the south would be assured, and that 
such a movement would add new laurels 
to their victories already achieved and 
in the light of all history this is saying 
much, 

Methods of Securing Immigration. 

“My message to the United Confederate 
Veterans is a short one. But if you will 
take it with vou and talk it in your. 
homes, in your schools, in your town 
conferences, in your settlement meetings, 
or wherever you may be able to get the 
ear of a fellow-countryman, you will set 
in motion the forces which wil! make 
old Dixie the greatest and grandest sec- 
tion of this country. ‘I smefer to the 
sudject of immigration, and I shali treat 
it in a way that itt is not commonly 
presented, for 1 want every man, woman 
end child in Dixle to take an interest in 
this movement, not for the sake of any 
selfish interest on the part of the rail- 
reads or commercial enterprises at this 
place or that, land companies in Geor- 
gia or Louisiana, nor for the advance- 
ment of one pa@ticular section or state, 
but for the common good of al!. The 
proposition of securing immigration is 
receiving the earnest efforts of the rail- 
road -officialis of the southeast. In ad- 
dition a number of state organizations 
have been formed for the purpose of 
keeping the particular advantage: of 
their states before the restless, ever- 
moving population of the north and east, 
and of Europe. This is as it should be, 
keen, live competition is the best ele- 
ment that can be introduced into any 
movement. Now, with this much (W) 
per cent of the work) done for us, 18 
it not time for us to consider our own 
duties as good citizens in the movement. 
Thé question naturally arises, What can 
we do? I hope every man wiil ask 
that question, ask it of his neighbor, 
ask it of himself, What can I do? 


The Mission of Good Cooking. 


‘There are legislative, municipal, com- 
mercial and educational bodies to be 
aroused to a realization of the oppor- 
tunities and advantages this movement 
presents. Every man should have the 
conviction that now is the time to strike, 
and go to work. Each organization

That nature 
demands variety, angl that samcnese 1s 
the first condition of decay, is s0 uni- 
versal a truth that the most unlearned 
can recognize its application to social 
conditions. The man who rails against 
the jargon of foreign tongues is nine times 
in ten the man who is too lazy to ac- 
quaint himself with a foreign tongue. 
And the man or woman who prides him 
or herself on the purity of his or her 
American blood is ignorant of the fact 
that ‘pure’ blood js in a fair way to 
become water. 

“There is no decided effort being made 
to attract immigration to the southeast, 
except from within the borders of our own 
country. But we should do as the west, 
the southwest and tbe great northwest 
are doing, make an effort to have the 
Swiss. the German, the Swede comé to 
our bgrren lands agd make them blovm. 
But there has been, and is now, a preju- 
dice that must be gotten rid of guickly 
or it will continue to hold us back. as 
many of the prejudices of the past. that 
some have been pleased to flaunt as 
principles have held us back. It is esti- 
mated ghat foreign immigration will ex- 
ceed 750,000 persons during 1%, and the 
number may reach the millon mark. 
Let me tell yoy of the Italian, the man 
whom you will at once say is the most 
undesirable, and what I say to you is 
based on actual Observailone in the Cil- 
izens’ League, 6f New York. The Italian 
is crazy to owma home, will starve him- 
self to purchase a little plece of ground 
and pay for a horse; he is social, loves 
musig, and is always glad to make part 
of any socia) gatheripgg. He is among 
the hest roadmakers. Are not these qual- 
ities we need? We are too far inland for 
him to come in great pumbers, but we 
need him in small numbers in the fields 
and waste places. Now, let us forget all 
this talk of ‘pauper immigration’ and 
‘the off-scouring of Europe,’ we are novi 
going to be inundated by the foreigner. 
The real danger is that he will not 
come. 

“Thete Is an element in the north and 
east quietly sitting by, watching earnest- 
ly to: gge how far we are going [to pro- 
vide for a future. When we ave shown 
what we can a:id will do in the way 
ot edvancemen:, this element will ster in 
and heip us to build up a south that will 
maiptain jts individuality, and it will be 
an individuality we wilil be proud of, while 
forming an organic part of the nation.”

declared. “I resent it with all the soul 
God ever gave me, for 1 don’t propose 
to rest under such a charge when it is 
not true.” 

The house applauded in evident ap- 
proval of what Mr. Moses said. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, also arose to a 
question of personal privilege. 

“The papers can’t get anything right,” 
Mr. Halli said. ‘‘They have done me a 
great injustice.” 

Mr. Hall also read from The Journal 
a statement that Mr. Moses had sug- 
gested that he come forward as the 
chief mourner over the passage of the 
convict bill. Mr. Hall said he wanted to 
prove by the gentleman from ‘Coweta 
that his colleague, Mr. Felder, was re- 
ferred to.

JOURNAL REPLIES 
TO HOUSE CRITICS 


The Constitution 
morning statements made on the floor of 
the house of representatives the day be- 
fore by members who rose to a question 
of personal privilege and criticised our 


published yesterday 


contemporary. The Journal, for its edi- 
torial ef the day before in reference to 
the action of the house on the convict 
leage question. 

In justice to our contemporary we re- 
produce herewith its editorial reply of 
yesterday to the attack made on it in the 
house. The Journal says: 


“We were not in the least gurpriseg at 
the denunciation hurled at The Journal 
by certain members of the house of rep- 
resentatives on yesterday. Indeed, we 
rather expected it, at least from some of 
them. The cause of this denunciation 
was an editorial which appeared in The 
Journal on Thursday, on the subject of 
‘The Convict Lease Infamyt’ We took 
occasion in that editorial to denounce 
the bill passed by the house in unmeas- 
ured terms. We were not sparing in criti- 
cism of the manner in which the measure 
was railroaded through that body. That 
this editorial would cal) forth a reply, we 
did not dowbt, since we are quite gure 
there are some who come well within its 
meaning. 

“Those who undertook to reply to The 
Journal were Messrs. Howell, of Meri- 
wether; Moses, of Coweta; Steed, of Car- 
roll, and Knight, of Berrien, 

‘“‘We shall not devote very much atten- 
tion to these replies. Suffice it to say 
that such an exhibition of pyrotechnics 
and @guch an interlude of serio-farce-com- 
edy has rarely n seen in the legisla- 
tive halls of this state. 

“It is difficult to tell just what is the 
grievance of these gentlemen against The 
Journal, since they all profess immaculate 
honesty and purity of purpose. Some of 
them were particularly vehement in. their 
assertions of conscientious and honest 
conduct. We assume that these gentle- 
mén felt it necessary to inform the pub- 
Hc of their mental and moral condition, 
otherwise they might have been subject- 
ed to suspicion. : 

“To these gentlemen, and to ail others, 
The Journal wishes to gay once and for 
all that its critéiclems are not aimed at 
honest men. If these gentlemen measure 


up to the high standard which they nro- 


f 


ing around the bush. The paper always 
expresses its convictions, and never does 
so under the protection of privileged ques- 
tions. lt appeals to the intel¥gence and 
honesty of its readers, and has never 
ectly or indirectly, except by 
sucn appéals to whip anybody into line 
that did not agree with its policy. ‘Fhe 
Journal will continue in its own Way to 
criticise mer and measure wherever such 
criticism is justified regardless of whether 
it meets the approval or disapproval] of 
Mr. Steed and others. 

“The burden of complaint against The 
Journal on the part of Messrs. Howell and 
Moses was that this paper had abused its 
privileges upon -the floor of the house, 
and therefore should be excluded. For the 
information of these gentlemen, we will 
state that The Journal's editorials are not 
written upon the floor of the house, but 
in its own private offices, and whatever 
else may be charged up against the re- 
porters, they are not guilty of the heinous 
offense of writing The Journal's editorials. 
Mr. Moses seemed particularily desirous 
of excluding the reporters of the local 
press from the floor, because he sai 

whenever they agreed with him, they 
failed to.mention his game, and when they 
did™ot, they made him appear as a —— 
fool. We fancy such a task as this would 
not be difficult. Certainly we have not 
heard of any-of our reporters being com- 
pelled to work over time to accomplish 
such a result. . 

“Mr. Knight, of Berrien, also paid his 
respects to The Journal in a manner that 
was full of sound and fury. Said Mr. 
Knight, ‘I did not come to the legislature 
to support the dictates of any daily or 
weekly paper.’ We are not prepared to 
dispute this statement. We wonder that 
this gentleman ever came to the legisla- 
ture at all. We are quite sure that when 
his constituents in Berrien understand 
that in the lobby investigation yesterday 
he sat and listened to the denunciations of 
himself by ex-Speaker Little as a common 
liar, they will not again return him to 
misrepresent their wishes in the legisila- 
tfve halls. 

“He characterizes the writer of The 
Journal editorial as a two-by-four editor. 
Possibly he is right. We shall not discuss 
the dimensions or the proportions of the 
ediior of this paper; nor shall we engage 
in serious discussion with such a man as 
Mr. Knight. His estimation of the writer 
of the editorial in question, we fancy, 
can affect no living person except him- 
self, and therefore. we dismiss this gentle- 
man with the statement that we do not 
care for any further discussion with such 
an unmitigated ass as Mr. Knight, of 
Berrien. 

“These four members — constitute the 
quartet which, upon the floor of the house 
of representatives, have been the very 
head and fron. of the anti-good roads 
movement in Georgia. They have seen fit 
to attack The Journal in intemperate, un- 
warranted and untruthful terms, because 
of this paper's editorial utterances upon 
(we repeat) the infamous convict lease 
measuré. 

“We have heard no criticism from the 
other 172 members of the house, and we 


imagine that very few oufside of the four 


individuals referred to and their oterie of 
followers have taken exception to The 
Jowrnal’s editorial. 

“For the information of these gentle- 
men, we wish to state that we shall in tne 
future, as we have in the past, criticise 
such men and measures as we deem vici- 
ous, in our own way. and we shal! not 
consult the pleasure of our cTitics in such 
matters. We believe the convict lease bill 
as adopted by the house is pernicious in 
every way; we believe that it defeats the 
will of the people of Georgia, and that it 
does so under the guise of yielding some- 
thing to those who wish an improved 
system of public roads, while.by its terms 
it makes the use of convicts for that pur- 
pose impossible. We shall not be swerved 
from this policy, by the venomous abuse 
of politica) demagogues or the silly rant- 
ings of a fool. 

“The Joutnal has neither explanation 
nor apology for its views or its editorials 
upon this or any other question. If they 
incur the displeasure of a handful of 
those who seek to rehew the infamous 
convict lease system, it gives us no con- 
cern. We shall continue to appeal to the 
intelligent and honest members of the 
legislature and to the people of the state 
to blot out what we believe to bé a shame 
and disgrace to the fair name of the stag 
and the greatest iniquity of modern 
times.”’

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THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, August 8.—Prices of stocks 
have made a headlong downward plunge 
lnis week through the previcus low rec- 
ords of the year, thus arousing renewed 
fears over the shrinkage of collaterial on 
jioans and prompting its selling out at 
what prices it would bring. The resulling 
demoralization was arrested somewhat 
abruptly on Thursday, by what cause 
Was not very clear.. There was evidence 
that some of the very large buying on 
that day was for account of the large 
banks and individual capitalists of the 
largest resources, and whose leadership 
in any movement In the stock market is 
a great sentimental influence. It was ob- 
served also that there was less pressve of 
liquidation of the urgent kind, whic! in- 
dicated the unloading of collateral forced 
by the recall of loans, which borrowers 
were unable to respond to. The effect 
of these developments was a swift re- 
vulsion in sentimen@® in the market lead- 
ing to a quick assumption that a coalition 
had been formed among the great banks 
and capitalists to come to the rescue of 
the market by taking freely of offers 
and by\lending of money and cessation of- 
the selling out of collateral, which had 
demoralized the market and destroyed 
its power of absorption. This was the 
first indication in a long time of any 
other purpose on the part of the dominant 
financial power than -to let thé liquida- 
tion take its course and the market take 
care of itself. This prolonged absence 
of influentia! buying In the market haa 
been the cause of great uneasiness in 
itself on account of the inferences drawn, 
that the great capitalists were them- 
selves largely concerned in the need for 
funds owing to unwieldy commitments in 
great promotions. This inference has 
been varied by assumptions that hostility 
between groups of capitalists has been 
involved in the fall of prices, and that 
projects of absorption of the properties 
attacked lay behind this persistent fore- 
ing down of: prices. 

Tt was evident that the disorderly fall 
of prices was getting beyond control and 
thteatening widespread digaster, and the 
recovery brought great relief from «a 
severe strain. Things had got to the stage 
where the rapid shrinkage of prices had 
driven out buyers from the market, while 
the holders of collateral for loatis, seetng 
the instability of vglues, were eager to 
convert their securifles into ready money. 
The market was unfit to absorb this sell- 
ing, which aggravated the weakness and 
reacted again by further shrinkage of 
emlateral. Thege are the conditions of 
panic, and it is an axiom of finanée that 
the only treatment for checking a panic 
in the free extension of credits to afford 
an opportunity for men to consider and 
atrange affairs. A sudden contraction of 
eredits involves the cerfain consequenc 
of widespread bankruptcy. The condition 
of the stock market In the early part of 
the week had reached almost the opposite 
pole of the period of the great bull move- 
ment. Then there were practically no 
sellers of stocks at any price, and the 
continuance of demand without a balanc- 
ing supply left no Hmit to the possible 
rise In prices, without regard to invest- 
ment return. By the middle of this week 
there seemed to be a paralysis of the de- 
mand for stocks at any stage of the de- 
cline, notwithstanding the steady ad- 
vance In the rate of return on stocks of 
the highest grade. which was brought 
about by the decline.

This circumstance proving the scarcity 
of among women for a class of 
work that is beyond that of those cotton 
requiring a less well- 
paid class of women, is rather surprising, 
in view of the fact that scarcely a day

one does not hear a story 
brings on a series of comparative 
ones relating how this woman or that 
one is out of work and wants it; and 
that she is competent and deserving and 
Ought to have work provided for hern 

“Special writefs’” could be kept busy ap- 
pealing to public sympathy for cases 
among the army of the so-called unem- 
ployed, and yet stopping long enough to 
investigate a condition Hlustrated by this 
one existing in one of Atlanta’s best 
Known institutions, where women are 
employed, tempts the writer to expatiate 
upon the very opposite line. 

An especially significant nature does 
the subject assume in consideration of 
the fact that> the scarcity of labor at 
this establishment !s not merely for the 
present—during the heateqd term—but ii 
is so continually tne case that Mr. Nun- 
nally goes so far as to state that the 
further broadening or development of in- 
dustrial enterprises like his own is being 
retarded by this very Jack of competent 
women Jaborers, and that in his mind 
the question here in Atlanta now is not 
“Can .we bring more industries here?’ 
but “How are we to furnish labor for 
those already established, in operation, 
and with a-daily increase of business re- 
quiring an according increase of labor’”’

To those impractical theorists about 
women who may think this incident of 
the scarcity of laborers among them ts a 
hopeful sign, that woman at this stage 
of her evolution is awakening to the 
consciousness that she must return to 
the home and there abide, or that the 
army of women forced by circumstances 
to become bread winners is diminishing, 
it may be safd that never were they more 
mista!-en. 

National, state and local statistics rela- 
tive to women wage earners, especially 
among the class who are adapted to in- 
dustrial avocations, prove that their num- 
her is on rapid increase. and deplorable 
as it may seem, the number of women 
forced by circumstances to support them- 
selves increases in proportion to popula- 
tion. 

That it is the spirit of woman in this 
much-talked-of evolution of the sex, and 
not necessity that makes of her a bread 
winner is an impression scarcely worthy 
of refutation and one doeg not have to 
stop to study the women of this or that 
class to know that no woman except in 
unusual and abnormal cases would resist 
the support of those who had legitimate 
right and the means to do zo. 

Few women with comfortable homes 
and the means whereby to sustain them- 
selves therein would through a desire for 
more activity rush into the factory or 
milis or even establishments along the 
more lucrative and less laborious lines. 

So whether or not. those conditions 
shonld exist that place women in the 
position of bread winners, they do exist 
and there is continuous and Increasing 
number of them who have to take care of 
themselves, and !{t would be interesting 
to jJearn just why here in Atlanta, where 
there Is the average number of women 
who have to work and many of whom are 
in daily quest of it, there is still com- 
plaint among Jnanufacturfers of a scarcity 
of women workers. 

“Probably it may be that in this par- 
ticular establishment from which the 
complaint for scarcity of labor comes 
that the conditions are not such as to 
encourage competent women, the condi- 
tions as to hours, the pay, etc..’’ may be 
suggested by those skeptical of the situa- 
tion. But the fact is a studious investi- 
gation of the operatives who are employ- 
ed of the time required of them and their 
compensation does away with that prob- 
ability and after having; seen at work the 
employees in: mapy of the factories and 
other mills of the state-the state of af- 
fairs and advantages of this establish- 
ment, as .n others of similar: industries, 
justifies the statement that in this case 
not only is there ah opening for the,com- 
petent and’ willing Wome: who plies the 
needle, but compensation beyond that 
which the average seamstress clears who 
works by the day at home or in many of 
the: pretegtious dress making shops of the 
city.

to that of the average office in Atlanta's 
business centers. and many of the boast- 
ed of office buildings. 
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In reference to the class of people em- 
ployed, it was evident at a glance that. 
as Mr. Nunnally stated. they were ona 
higher plane industrially and soNally 
than that class of people coming under 
the head of the generally accepted term 
of ‘‘factory operatives.’’ 

"The latter,”” he explained, ‘are, 
many of them, operatives bv inheritance, 
i. e., they come of a family of opera- 
tives, and starting out in the factory 
as children, grow up in the work and 
know nothing else. 

“If they lose their jobs in one mill itt 
seldom occurs to them to 4o other work, 
but they go to another mill and seek 
employment there. From this class come 
the most unsatisfactory labor—men and 
women who are inadequate to the pur- 
poses of the work in this form of Indus- 
try, where something more than the 
hand operating the machine is required, 
and where there must be an intelligent 
eve applied as’ well as some knowledge 
of sewing.’’ 

“Then from what element of people 
do you find your most satisfactory wom- 
en workers?’ was here asked. 

In reply Mr, Nunnally related the in- 
cident of how three or four vears ago 
there came into his establishment three 
young girls in checked dresses. bonnets 
and the costumes that one gees on 
still primitive mountain people of 
State. They were sisters and asked for 
work, acknowledging on being ques- 
tioned their absolute inexperience, but 
declaring they wanted to learn. 

As an experiment they were employed, 
and in two months were no longer on 
the Hst of novices, 

“Now they are my most competent 
women workers,”’ he stated, “with a six- 
room house of their own and the com- 
forts of home. Their average incorge is 
35 per week, and they are models of 
thriftiness. 

“What are you going to do about 
this scarcity of labor?’ was asked. 

“Well, I think I'll advertise In the 
newspapers of the rural districts,”’ was 
the reply. } 

“Then you think that this scarcity of 
labor will have-to he supplied from the 
rural] districts?’ « 

“It looks ag if that would have to be 
tried, for, as I sxid before, we need the 
labor to that extent when the progress 
of our industries is being retarded for 
lack of it.” 

“But what about this army of unem- 
ployed women we hear of every day in 
Atlanta?’ 

Mr. Nunnally did not know. but the 
facts remain the Same—there are the 
unepployed women: there {Is glenty of 
worx for them to do, and ‘yet here is 
proof of a great scarcity of Jjabor.

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LANGLEY AIR SHIP ENDS 
ITS FLIGHT IN THE RIVER} 


Winde Water, Va., August 8—A partly 
BUccessful experiment with a 15-foot 
Langley airship was made this morning 
from the house boat in the Potomac 
river off this point. The aerodrome 
started well in a straight line south with 
@ velocity of 70 feet per second and 
flew for a distance variously estimated 
_&t from 400 to 600 yards. 

Some deflection in the wings soon af- 
ter the launching caused it to take a 
Gownward course, which she followed 
rapidly and was impelled into the water 
under the full power.of her engine. There 
was sufficient steam generated for a 
rapid flight of a half to three-quarters 
of a mile. Under the full pressure of 
this force the machine struck the water 
end a moment more had disappeared 
from view. The machine was recovered. 
It was considerably damaged. 

The machine was removed to the house 
beat, where extensive repairs will have 
te he made hefere another test can be 
pulled off.

Now that the legislature has amended 
the Atlanta bond bill so as to reduce 
the total issue from $800,000. to $400,000, 
it is expected that a resolution seeking to 
Place the ponds on sale at once will be 
introduced at the next session of the city 
council.

Officials that the bonds will be disposed of 
readily and with tittle difficulty and the 
indications are that the work of extend- 
ing the sewerage system and improving 
and enlarging the water works system 
wil} begin within a very short time. 

Councilman Courtland S. Winn, chair- 
man of the committee on sewers, an- 
mounced yesterday afternoon that he ex- 
pects the sewerage work to begin about 
the Ist of Septembr. Councilman Wingy 
already has in his desk several bids for 
the work, and as soon as the bonds are 
sold the bids will be opened and the con- 
tract let. Work on the water workg svs- 
tem may also start about the same 
time. 

The plan of council as to disposing of 
the bogpds is to sell this year $100,uw00 of 
the sewer and $100,000 of the water bonds. 
It was learned from Councilman Winn 
yesterday that a certain councilman, who 
desires that his name be not mentioned, 
has submitted the first bid bonds, 
Offering to buy a large number at par. Ili 
is expected that as soon as the bonds 
@re adyertised the sale will be rapid. 

The original bond issue, as voted by 
the people. was $800,000, $400,000 for sew- 
ers and $400,000 for water, but council 
petitioned the legislature tq reduce the 
total amount one-half. The request’ was 
acted on a few days ago, and the desired 
reduction made by amendment to the 
bond bill.

’ Prejudice against Competing for 


Trophy Removed by a Change 
of Management in the Con- 
test—What Savannah 
Men Say. 


Savannah, Ga., August 8.—(Specwl.)— 
The impression prevatts here that Ceor- 
gia will be represented at Sea Girt this 
year in ‘the national trophy contests. 
Colonel George T. Cann,. inspector general 
of rifle practice, has written to the ad- 
jutant general of the United States 
army, to ascertain under what manage- 
ment the contest*will be “held, and if 


his reply injicates that the old manage- 


be supplanted by *new it is 
assured that the Savannah 
military will cooperate with the com- 
panies in other parts of tthe state in 
sending a-team to Seq Girt. 

Major Walter E. Coney, of the First 
infantry, one of the best-posted military 
men and riflemen in the state, in speak- 
ing of the matter, said that he had no 
doubt but that Georgia would be repre- 
sented by a team at the contests. 

“T have no hesitancy in saying that the 
participation of the Bav anngh troops in 
the contest, provided they shoot well 
enough to secure places on the team, is 
a foregone conclusion, Thev have never 
had any desire te be obstinate in the mat- 
ter. Their reason for not participating 
has been aired so often in ‘the _press 
that there is no necessity in discussing 
it. If they are assured that the same 
management will not. obtain, they will 
be only too glad to assist Georgia in win- 
ning the coveted trophies dnd prizes. That 
there will be a new management has been 
determined. Major Guilfoyle, of the 
Twelfth United States cavalry, will be the 
executive officer of the national trophy 
contest. This fact removes the existing 
prejudice against competing with an ex- 
ecutive officer other than ag officer of 
the United States army. The chances are 
bright for our participation, and 1 hope 
nothing will prevent it.’’ 

Major Coney also pointed out that the 
Georgia riflemen would have an advan- 
tage over many of the riflemen from 
other states. since they will be in per- 
fect trim.

General quar- 
ters were sounded and in a remarkably 
short time the Kearsarge was under way, 
followed in turn by the Alabama and 
the Illinofs. A number of torpedo boat 
destroyers and tugs fell in behind the 
bettle ships as they rushed on to meet 
the hostile vessel. In an hour the Kear- 
sarge and her consorts were “in sight of 
the enemy. 

As soon as she was within range the 
Kesrsarge opened fire with her secondary 
battery. . The other two battle ships in 
turn followed this action. 

White Flag on Texas. 

Admiral Sands’ flagship, the Texas, 
made no response with her gune._In- 
stead, a while flag was run up on the 
Texas. Then followed an interchange of 
Signals and the invading and defending 
squadron headed for Bar Harbor. 

Admiral Sands gailed from Bar Har- 
bor Monday. He ran 300 miles south of 
Nova Scotia and on Wednesday noon 
turned back toward the coast. For two 
days the fleet sailed at half speed, so 
that it could not reach the coast of 
Maine too spon. Admiral Sands kept his 
squadron together all the time and in 
about the same order. 

A quarter of a mile in advance was oge 
of the torpedo boats destroyers acting 
as an advance guard. Then came the 
flagship Texas, flanked on either side by 
torpedo boat destroyers distant a quar- 
ter of a mile. Behind the Texas in close 
order came the Indiana and Massachu- 
Setts. In this cvder the fleet approach- 
ed the coast. Early Friday a thick fog 
rolled in from the sea and Admiral Sands 
ordered the fleet to”Trace at full speed 
for Winter harbor, the easterly entrance 
to Frenchman’s bay. 

It was the intention of Admiral Sands 
to enter Winter harbor, and if discovered 
to run into Bar Harbor or possibly keep 
along the @oast and effect an entrance

EVIDENCE MELTS 
WITH OBJECTION 


Attorneys Engage in Argument in

Miss Collier told of Judge Bateman's 
visit to the home of her family on Tues- 
day after her father’s death. He said 
that he came to show the children the 
will, but that he did not have the will 
with him and told them that he could not 
show it to them until it was left at the 
ordinary’s office for probate. 

She said that he told them her brother 
George was an executor and that from 
what he said they thought George was the 
only xecutor. Later, she said, Judge 
Bateman apologized to her for leaving

no one, not even the children, know of 
the contents of the will until after it had 
been filed in the ordinary’s office.

HAT a setting a beautiful

Here was a secret, indeed! 

We select our frocks and hats with 
due regard to their becoming shape 
and color. We may even select a fan 
to wear with a gown, but it not infre- 
quently happens that a color which 
is becoming below the chin is most 
unbecoming when brought into close 
touch with the complexion, eyes and 
hair.

Every 
wave of emotion seems to reflect itself 
in her fan, and either hides or betrays 
the ebullitions of her warm tempera- 
ment. 

As for the American woman, she is 
so much of a cosmopolitan that she 
inherits and blends in her personality 
the various traits of her ancestry, and 
is quick to learn anything that en- 
hances her beauty and power. 

It takes practice and physical de- 
velopment to manipulate a fan grace- 
fully. No matter. how pretty or “be- 
coming” the fan may be, if the hand 
that wields it is untrained, it will only 
serve to emphasize its clumsiness. 
The graceful movement of the fan 
should form part of the physical 
education. of every young girl. In fact, 
the “fan drill” is one of the exercises 
at the schools of physical culture. 
Choose your fans with care, test their 
effect on the complexion, as well as 
their harmony with your gowns and 
their suitability for special occasions. 
The fan to be carried with the ball 
gown is naturally quite different to 
one for afternoon use, or another to 
use out of doors with a hat on. A 
fan need not be expensive, but it must 
be correct and becoming. 

A fan can say so much! Ina clever 
woman’s hands it is a wonderftl per- 
suader. It can both hide and express. 
It can disguise, and it reveals, not 
alone in the face, but by its action and 
movement in the hands, its slow or 
swift opening and closing, its even or 
agitated flutter, ts beckoning or its 
pointing.

Some are 
of priceless lace, some are exécuted 
by the most celebrated painters, 
others are of exquisite embroidery,

Such fans are of 
intrinsic value for their beauty of ma- 
terial and work. They may not suit 
the modern woman from the point of 
view of “becomingness,” but they 
htted in with the costumes and decor- 
ations of their eras, and doubtless 
were formidable enough in the hands 
of their owners. 

It is a mistake to think that black 
or white fans, because they are neu- 
tral, must be becoming.

There was a time not far distant 
when one might enjoy the pretty and 
interesting sight of an automobile, 
somewhat huge, it is true, but hand- 
some and glossy, spinning over our 
fashionable driveways with graceful 
and discreet speed. It was favored 
in those halevon days by _ richly 
rowned women, sporting picture hats, 
gay parasols and equally gay bouquets 
of flowers. The chauffeur, generally 
arrayed in white pique and jaunty 
cap, took no pains to disguise the 
pleasant fact that he was enjoying a 
simple and exhilarating pleasure. 

But it is no longer the fashion to 


txke an afternoon’s spin in one’s auto- 
mobile. One sets out to cover so 
much ground ina given space of time. 
This throbbing monster, charged with 
electricity, is something to be mas- 
tered by dint of brain and muscle, and 
one goes to the charge in the accou- 
trement of a soldier on the firing line. 

All this leads to the fact that the 
costume _of the autoist who _ has 
progressed beyond the afternoon call 
and drive must be sensible, suitable 
and eminently durable. It wowd be 
uncompromisingly hideous if woman’s 
unfailing tacte*regarding matters of 
dress had not devised certain touches 
of elegance and coquetry to temper its 
commonplace ugliness. 

As a matter of fact a mobilist’s out- 
fit consists of three pieces—the all- 
over or half length dust coat; the cap, 
including the cape and veil, and the 
face mask or goggles. 

The goggles and mask are an abso- 
lwte necessity. For a long time women 
rebelled against this defacement. 
Veils, however, of the’ toughest ‘fibre 


Jnly served to strew the wayside. In 
the end, women who wanted to enjoy 
the thrill of the automobile at the fas- 
cinating danger speed were forced to 
resign themselves to the inevitable. 

These goggles resemble a pair of 
monster spectacles set in a mask that 
falls each side of the nose. The pro- 
fessional chauffeur is satisfied with or- 
dinary leather, but the woman autoist 
has designed them in dressed leather, 
suede or pongee to match her dust 
coat. She has also added a somewhat 
elegant edging of chenille to catch the 
dust and thus save her eyes and com- 
plexion. 

The jaunty little corporal’s cap with 
the stiff brim is becoming to almost 
any face, and is usually decorated with 
straps and gilt or silver buttons. It 
is covered to match the coat in either 
suede or pongee, or even cravenette or

The veil, another necessity, is fas- 
tened to the back of the cap by metal 
buttons and is drawn around the neck 
and looped under the chin in such a 


way that the entire face can be cov- 
ered with the exception of the eyes 
and the nose. 

In the shorter spins, where the long, 
loose, all-over coat of pongee is a 
sufficient protection against the dust, 
the pongee veil falling in long loops 
under the chin is a charming frame to 
a pretty face and a pair of sparkling 
eyes, It is understood in this case 
that goggles are not uséd. 

The dust coats for ordinary wear 
are of pongee, linen, cravenette or 
Sicilienne. They are fashioned long 
and loose, with a simple hem touching 
the ground all around. They are fas- 
tened by four or five flat pearl but- 
tons, which reach below the hips, on 
a line with the second of the curved 
slit pockets. The sleeves, while shape- 
ly, are loose and somewhat baggy, 
wath turnover cuffs. The entire coat 
is devised so that in the absence of a 
lap robe it can be well tucked around 
the body, leaving the hands free-to 
hold the veil over the face. 

These phantom figures swathed in

white with shining goggle eyes, whirl- 
ing over our country roads in clouds 
of dust and a clatter of machinery 
have become a familiar sight, but they 
were at one time regarded with as 
much wonder and horror as inhabit- 
ants of some unknown and gruesome 
world. 

The suede coats are used for long 
routes. They are light, warm, pliable 
and costly. In color they are tan, 
eray or deepred. Some are full length, 
but usually they fall to. a line just 
covering the hips. The seams are 
stitched on the outside. They have 
two slit pockets, buttons to match and 
are finished by velvet collars and cuffs 
of a darker shade. The neck suggests 
a roll-over collar and shows a soft 
woolen waist of that peerless shade 
known as “automobile red.” The coat 
is worn with cap and mask of the same 
material, and the coat being especially 
adapted for long difficult trips, the 
veil is fastened under the chin with 
very short loops. 

In contrast to the pretty suede coats 


are the glazed leather coats which are 
made much longer and finished with 
the same velvet collar and cuffs. Both 
are lined with a light silk and are 
worn with English plaid outing skirts 
aS well as heavy English gloves. 

The up-to-date woman autoist ‘is al- 
ways provided, as a_ precautionary 
measure, with a long, all-over rubber 
coat and hood, with which she can en- 
velop herself in the case of a sudden 
storm. 

It is needless to say that, consider- 
ing the automobile from the viewpoint 
of a fashionable trap, one dresses with 
the same elegance and richness as for 
the ordinary private carriage. But as 
it has already been noted, the auto- 
mobile has reached that period of “ex- 
tremes” in its evolution where it es- 
chews frivolity and admits only its 
serious possibilities. .THe ‘happy me- 
dium is a question of time. Even now, 
in this pioneer stage, the fashions for 
the woman autoist are governed 
common sense and some pretense @g 
beauty.
